Clara Barton Is Likely to Be 
Retired as Honorary Presi- 
dent of the Society 
for Life. 


GET RICH QUICK—Postoffice department—will 
start crusade against bogus oil, copper, and gold 
companies, In which millions have been sunk 
by gullible public. 

RED CROSS—Clara Barton to be retired from 
active presidency of Red Crosse society and 
made honorary president for life. 

RURAL DELIVERY—One thousand new routes 
will be established on July 1. Illinois gets 
thirty-two of them.

Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special.]— 
Another crusade against fraudulent “ get 
rich quick "’ concerns will be instituted im- 
mediately by the postoffice department. The 
companies 4nvolved are the oil, copper, and 
gold mine corporations and similar con- 
cerns which publish alluring advertisements 
and make representations which manifestly 
are fraudulent. This crusade by the depart- 
ment undoubtedly will sound the death knell 
of these companies, which have fattened on 
the gullible people who give up their money 
in the hope of securing from 30 to 100 per cent 
on their investments. 

Complaint was received today by the post- 
office department against some of the copper 
corporations doing businessin Montana. The 
charge is made that these companies are 
fraudulent on their faces, as making promises 
impossible to redeem and obtaining money 
on false pretenses. Oil and gold mining com- 
panies also are involved in these charges, and 
it is anticipated that when the public be- 
comes aware of the fact that these corpora- 
tions will be investigated the postoffice de- 
partment will be flooded with communica- 
tions containing complaints of correspond- 
“ents who have been swindled and who will 
demand the return of their money. As soon 
as compleihts are received investigations 
will be ordered, and the chief inspectors of 
the division of the detective force of the 
postoffice department will be busily engaged 
during the next few weeks in oDtaining evi- 
dence against questionable enterprises. 


| 

If sufficient evidence id secured by the de- 
partment detectives to justify such action 
the postmaster general will bar these cop- 
per, gold mining, and oil companies from 
the use of the mails. With this valuabie 
privilege taken away it ie predicted that 
many of these fraudulent concerns will re- 
tire from business forthwith. Those per- 
sons who have already invested money in 
these questionable companies will undoubt- 
edly lose a portion of it, as from what is al- 
ready known the officers of these companies 
pay themselves large salaries and spena 
enormous sums in advertising. For years 
corporations which are outrageously over- 
capitalized have been doing a big business 
and reaping rich harvests. Prospectuses 
containing statements of notorious misrep- 
resentations are circulated through the 
country and millions of dollars have been 
poured into the coffers of these geét-ricn- 
quick corporations. Many of them have 
failed and the investors have suffered a 
total loss. 

It is surprising to the postoffice officials that 
complaint hak not been made before this, so 
as to enable inspectors to inquire into the 
methods of these corporations. It is believed 
that the fact that an investigation into some 
of these concerns is being conducted by the 
department will have a great effect upon all 
of them, and there will be an immediate fall- 
ing off in the tremendous business done in 
the Jast few years. Those who haveinvested 
their savings in these get rich quick cor- 
porations will probably lose a large portion of 
their investments, but the action of the de- 
partment, it is claimed, will have the effect 
of protecting other gullible people against 
their own folly, and it is believed the end of 
the wildcat corporations isin sight. 


An informal agreement has been reached 
by the trustees of the American Red Cross 
society by which it is proposed to relieve Miss 
Clara Barton of her duties as active presi- 
dent of the organization and make her an 
honorary president for life. This is the out- 
come of the withdrawal from the society of 
many prominent people upon the refusal of 
the president and secretary of state to act 
as members of the board ex-officio. @ 

The whole trouble was caused by“tfe ap- 
parent desire of Miss Barton to run the whole 
society in her own way, and her persistent re- 
fusal to submit to ordinary business methods 
for the care and accounting of funds. In- 
asmuch as the charter of the society requires 
the participation of the president and the 
secretary of state, and as President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Hay refuse to act until 
“there is a radical change in the methods of 
the society, the friends of Miss Barton have 
been forced to consent to a compromise, and 
at the next meeting of the society, if the 
present program is followed, she will be 
elected honorary president for life, in recog- 
nition of her devoted service in the past. The 
society will then be organized on a new 
basis, with some man like Surgeon Genera] 
Van Reypen of the navy, as the actual presi- 
dent. 

«** 

One thousand rural free delivery routes 
scattered throughout the country will be 
established by the postoffice department on 
July 1. The work of apportioning these 
routes is now being done, and already 675 
routes have been assigned in forty-five 
states of the union. The middle west is well 
taken care of in this respect. Of the routes 
already determined upon lLilinois gets thirty- 
two, but the number will be increased when 
the remainder of the routes are mapped out. 
The routes decided upon will be established 
in Illinois at Anchor,’ Argenta, Belvidere, 
Blue” Mound, Chadwick, De Kalb, Dubois, 
Dundee, Elburn, Elgin, Fairfield, Garden 
Prairie, Genoa, Hampshire, Irvington, Kirk-

HORRORS OF CONGO TOLD, 


STARTLING DISCLOSURES IN A 
BOOK JUST ISSUED. 


OMcials of the Free State Accused of 


Cruelties Outdoing Atrocities in 
\ Armenia—Natives Reduced to Prac- 
‘tieal Slavery and Compelled to De- 
* vote All Their Energies to the Serv- 
lee of Their Oppressors—W hole Vil- 


lages Burned and People Slain. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, March 21.~—The sensation or 
the book publishing season is the appear- 
ance this month of “ The Curse of Centra 
Africa,” which is the latest contribution 
to the sickening history of the Congo Free 
State, whereof Leopold, king of the Belgians, 
is the autocratic sovereign. 

Before the book appeared, it is stated in 
the introduction, the Free State administra- 
tion applied to England for a legal injunc- 
tion prohibiting it. The preliminaries for 
a libel action also were taken in behalf ot 
three officials whose names appeared in cer- 
tain proof sheets sent to the Free State com- 
pany. The names subsequently were omit- 
ted from the book and the book then ap- 
peared this month. Almost immediately 
the rumor came from Brussels that Leopola 
was protesting to the English authorities. 

Whatever ig the truth, the fact is that 
yesterday an attempt to purchase a copy 
resulted in the discovery that the book 
has been withdrawn from sale. This may 
be only temporary. The authors of the book 
are Capt. Guy Barrows, who resigned his 
commission in the Seventh Hussars to take 
service with the Free State company, to 
which H. M. Stanley had recommended him, 
and Edgar Canisens, who also for several 
years was in the company’s service. 


Authors Claim Full Proof. 

The authors declare that they have abso- 
lute proof of everything in the book, and also 
much that is not printed, because it is too 
horrible for a book intended for general cir- 
culation. 

What is in the book, however, is sufficiently 
horrible and revolting. It appears that the 
natives have only been delivered ffom the 
Arab slave raiders to become the slaves of 
the Free Staté company, and stories of cruel- 
ties practiced by its offictals are told equaling 
and surpassing the ghastly tales from Ar- 
menia and Bulgaria. 

The main trade in the Congo is rubber. 
Villages are obliged to send in a certain 
amount, which is so great that it takes up 


the whole time of the villagers. i: 


These villagers wear roynd their necks a 
zinc badge of servitude, with a narme and 
number. If they bring in at the fortnightly 
muster a quantity the agent deems insuffi- 
client they are handed over to the soldiers, 
thrown to the ground, and flogged with a 
hippopotamus hide whip, WO to 100 lashes. 


Slaughter for All Who Rebel. 


When the natives revolt at this practical 
slavery it méans the sending out of a mil- 
itary force which surrounds the village and 
shoots the mien and such women as try to 
escape. The rest are taken prisoners and 
sent to distant plantations, where they prac- 
tically are slaves and they cannot escape, 
for death in the jungle awaits them even if 
they could. Their villages are utterly de- 
stroyed, and soon are completely overgrown 
with a tropical growth. 

When expeditions go out to reduce fresh 
tribes the soldiers shoot all of the men, wom- 
en, and children they possibly can and burn 
villages, whith are abandoned on their ap- 
proach. One/practice on these occasions was 
for the soldiers to cut off the left hands of all 
men, women, and children killed and bring 
them to the dommissary, ‘“‘ who counts them 
to see that the soldiers have not wasted

Photograph of Torture Scene. 


A photograph reproduced in the book shows 
Maj. Lothaife and other Belgian officials 
looking on the following grewsome scene: 
Two chiefs, who with 400 people had comein 
to place themselves under Lothaire’s protec- 
tion, are suspended on a horizontal pole by 
cords from their necks, middles, and ankles 
in the most painful attitude. After thus 
being suspended these two wretches were

CASTRO RESIGNS: 
‘TRICK SUSPECTED 


President of Venezuela Gives 
| Up His Office and Diplo- 

_ matic Cireles Are Puz- 

gled by His Action. 


IS A SURPRISE TO BOWEN. 
Bank Syndicates and Asphalt 
| Companies Are Believed to 
_. Be Behind the Unex- 

pected Move,

| CARACAS, March 21.—President Castro 
has resigned. Today he handed over to Gen. 
Velutini, president of congress, authority to 
act as president ad interim. The resignation 
will be considered by congress when it recon- 
venes next Monday. 

President Castro today completed his mes- 
sage to congress and discussed it with mem- 
bers of his cabinet. It will be read to con- 
gress on Tuesday. 

_ The opinion has been expressed here that 
congress will not accept the resignation. 

In the ordinary course of events President 
Castro's term would have ended Feb. 20, 
1908. He was elected president of Venezuela 
in February last year for six years, be- 
ginning Feb. 20, 1902. He had been elected 
provisional president of Venezuela on March 
30, 1901, by the constituent assembly. Up 
to that time, while being generally recog- 
mized as president of Venezuela, he had in 
reality been simply dictator of the republic. 


Confirmed at Washington. 
Washington, D. C., March 21.—[{Special.]— 
The state department tonight received official 
confirmation of President Castro’s resigna- 
tion, the news coming in a cable message 
from Mr. Russell, the United States chargé 
d’affaires at Caracas. No explanation of 
Castro's motives was contained in the mes- 
sage. 

_ The financial syndicates and two asphalt 
companies are understood to have hada hand 
in President Castro’s resignation. This re- 
tirement from power is believed to be & trick 
of some kind, and, so far as learned, the pro- 
‘gram is to have Castro's brother become 
president. This could be accomplished by 
the help of Gen. Gomez, the present vice 
president, who would become chief executive 
only long enough to appoint Castro’s brother 
as vice president. He could succeed to the 
‘presidency upon the resignation of Gomez. 
_ In some way financial benefit to Castro is 
believed to be tnvolved, and, it is said, that 
che contemplates a trip to the United States 
and Burope, with the idea when he returns 
to Venezuela that he could declare himself 


the office confirmed to him by a subservient 
congress. | 

Minister Bowen Not Consulted. 
Minister Bowen, when asked tonight as to 
‘the meaning of the resignation, said he had 
not been consulted in the matter in any way, 
and that he could not even make a guess of 
‘the causes behind the unexpected action. 

' South American diplomats here seem to be- 
lieve the resignation has some bearing on the 
action of the various syndicates in New York 
and elsewhere which are anxious to refund 
the Venezuelan debt. Louis Seligman, one of 
‘the members of the New York firm of bank- 
‘ers, is just starting for Venezuela to present 
ithe syndicate’s plan to President Castro. 
Sefior Pulido, the Venezuelan chargé d’af- 
‘faires at Washington, is also on his way 
‘home for the purpose of consulting with 
Castro. 

' Minister Bowen, it is known, does not favor 
/the syndicate plans, and Pulido has gone to 
Venezuela to present Bowen's view in oppo- 
‘sition to that of Seligman and other bankers 
“who make a specialty of loaning money to

Loving Cup for Bowen. 

As evidence of the regard in which Minister 
Bowen is held by the people of Venezuela, 
he minister today received a handsome sil- 
ae loving cup. On the obverse side the 
American and Venezuelan flags are inter- 
twined, and beneath ts the following inscrip- 
tion: “A modest testimonial of gratitude 
and sympathy to the Hon. Herbert W. 
Bowen, New York, Feb. 14, 1903."" This is 
the date of the signing of the protocols with 
the allied blockading powers. On the re- 
| verse side of the cup are the names of the 
ecmmittee—Consul General Gonzales and 
Messrs. Larraldo, Cova, Meyer, Michelenia. 
and Bolivar. 

Protocol Nearly Ready. 

BERLIN, March 21.—It is learned in official 
sources that the protoco! for determining 
the disputed points in the Venezuelan 
matter by The Hague tribunal! will be signed 
in Washington within the coming week. 
The German government has had no official 
notice of the statement said to have been 
made by United States Minister Bowen 
that unless the allies lived up to their agree- 
ment to submit the question of priority 
of claims to The Hague tribunal Venezuela 
would not pay the first installment of 30 
per cent on April 1. Minister Bowen is no 
longer considered the representative of 
Venezuela. | 

Herr Oertel, agrarian, referring to the in- 
terview with Minister Von Sternberg, said 
he did not see that Germany was loved 
abroad, but he wanted respect, and if need 
be fear.

FORMER SENATOR MAY START A 
PAPER TO FREE HIS MIND. 


Weekly Published in Chicago to Con- 
‘tain the Things Left Unsaid by Its 
Editor When He Was a Member of 
the United States Senate—Now Look- 
ing for an Advertising Solicitor 
and a General Manager for the 
Concern. - i 

Former Senator William E. Mason is plan- 
ning to publish a newspaper. It is to bea 
weekly—a _ political weekly—devoted to 
preaching the gospel of the oppressed o. 
all nations, though a not unimportant part 
of its mission will be to make William J. 
Bryan's Commoner look like a patent in- 
side, Washington hand press, village aston- 
isher. The new journal, if plans succeed, 
will be published in Chicago. ‘ 

Mr. Mason is looking for a responsible ad- 
vertising solicitor and general manager and 
then he will be ready to go ahead. The pro- 
jected publication has not been christened, 
but the names which appeal most’ forcibiy 
to the former statesman's fancy are ** Ma- 
son's Weekly” and ‘ Mason's Paper." 


Has Much More to Say. : 

The decision to branch out into journalism 
was reached by a simple process. When Mr. 
Mason departed from the senate March 4 he 
left a number of things unsaid. He had dis- 
cussed at some length, it is true, Cuban lib- 
erty, Boer independence, Philippine expan- 
sion, Alaskan boundaries, rural free de- 
livery, and adulterated foods, but there still 
remained countless phases, vast territories 
of these subjects upon which née never had, 
the time to touch, senatorial Courtesy to 
the contrary notwithstanding. And then, 
too, he would just like to take adittle rap 
at senatorial courtesy itself, which he 
never considered holy. 

In the midst of his ruminatiofie on un- 
voiced opinions he was approached by the 
agent of a New York editor, who proposed 
that the former senator write 4- political 
editorial every week for his newspaper. The 
compensation offered was genefous. Mr. 
Mason accepted. But in later, calmer refiec- 
tion, he realized that he could not begin to 
unioad hig mind in one editorial a week. 


Newspaper Full of Editorials. 
About this time it happened that he con- 
sulted with Paul Hull, superintendent of 
second class mail matter in the Chicago post- 
office. Mr. Mason called anent certain postal 
affairs which some time enjoyed the free 
passage of the busy senatorial frank, but 
the conversation turned upon othér things. 
Mr. Mason spoke of the editor@l offer, and 
then remarked: | 
‘““Why, if they can afford to pay me as 
much as that for one editorial a week why 
couldn’t I make a success of 4 newspaper 
full of editorials?’’ | 
Supt. Hull allowed it could be done, and 
suggested that Mr. Mason start’a weekly 
that would sidetrack the Commoner. The 
ex-senator accepted the suggestion, and 
started on a.still hunt for a manager. It is 
pelieved the Magazine would have a large 
circulation in Cube, south sfricg, the Philj- 
ippines, and Massachusetts.

MINERSGAIN PAY; 
LAWLESS SCORED. 


‘Report of Anthracite Strike 
Commission to President Is 


Made Public at Na- 
tional Capital. 


UNION NOT RECOGNIZED. 


While Leaders Are Commended 
for Attitude, Rioting and 
Boycott Are Denounced 
in Strong Terms. 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special.]— 
Although declaring the anthracite coal min- 
ers entitled to the increase in pay for which 
they fought, the strike commission selected 
by President Roosevelt, in its report made 
public today, gives no forma! recognition to 
the union and has some harsh things to say 
regarding the lawlessness that marked the 
recent struggle. 

The individual men are blamed for crimes 
committed during the strike, but the com- 
mission exonerates the president of the union 
and the national leaders of any r@ponsibility 
and declares they did all possible to maintain 
peace. Complaints against the militia and 
special guards are held to prove the bad 
intent of those objecting, as peacefully in- 
clined men should not oppose the presence of 
officers of the law. 


What the Decision Means. 

In brief, the commission recommends & 
general increase of wages, amounting in 
most instances to 10 per cent. 

Some decrease of time. 

The settlement of all disputes by arbi 
tration. 

Fixes a minimum wage and a sliding scale. 

Provides against discrimination of persons 
by either the mine owners or the miners on 
account of membership or nonmembership 
in.a labor union. . 

Provides that the awards made shail con- 
tinue In force until March 31, 1906. 

The increase in wages where based on thy 
sliding scale will in some instances amount 
to as much as 20 per cent, especially if the 
present prices of coal are maintained. 

Social conditions in the mine region are 
declared good, and it is stated that the aver- 
age of pay will compare favorably with that 
in other lines of work of the same grade. 


Finds Riot end Bloodshed. 
Touching the question of discrimination 
lawlessness, boycotting, and blacklisting, the 
commissioners state that during the con- 


‘tinuance of the late strike disorder and law- 


leseness existed to some extent over the 
whole region and throughout the’ whole 
period, Continuing, the commission says: 

“It is admitted that this disorder and law- 
lessness was incident to the strike. Ite his- 
tory is stained with a record of riot and 
bloodshed, culminating in three murders, un- 
provoked save by the fact that two of 
the victims were asserting their right tc 
work, and another, as an officer of the law. 
was performing his duty in attempting tc 
preserve the peace. 

“*Men who chose to be employed, or who 
remained at work, were assailed and threat- 
ened and they and their families terrorized 
and intimidated. In several instances the 
houses of such workmen were dynamited or 
otherwise assaulted, and the lives of un- 
offending women and children put in 
jeopardy. 


-All Have a Right to Work. 

“ Our language is the language of a free 
people and fails to furnish any form of 
speech by which the right of a citizen to 
work when he please, for whom he pleases, 
and on what terms he pleases, can be suc- 
cessfully denied. The common sense of our 
people, as weil as the common law, forbids 
that this right should be aseailed with im- 
punity. It is vain to say that the man whe 
remains at work while others cease to work, 
or takes the place of one who has abandgned 
his work; helps to defeat the aspirations of 
men who seek to obtain better recompense 
for their labor and better conditions of life. 
Approval of the object of a strike, or per- 
suasion that ite purpose is high and noble, 
cannot sanction any attempt to destroy the 
right of others to a different opinion in this 
respect or to interfere with their conduct in 
choosing to work upon what terms and at 
what time and for whom it may please them 
to do so. 

Each Man a Free Agent. 

“ The right thus to work cannot be made to 
depend upon the approval or disapproval of 
the persona! character and conduct of those 
who claim to exercise this right. If this were 
otherwise then those who remain at work 
might, if they were in the majority, have 
both the right and power to prevent others, 
who choose to cease to work, from so doing. 

‘“‘This all seems too plain for argument. 
Common sense and common law alike de- 
nounce the conduct of those who interfere 
with this fundamental right of the citizens. 
The assertion of the right seems trite and 
commonplace, but that land is blessed where 
the maxims of liberty are commonplaces.” 


Guards and Militia Needed. 

“The armed guards, employed to pro- 
tect the collieries and the men who worked 
there, appear not to have been an unneces- 
sary precaution, and the governor of the 
state was, as the evidence before the com- 
mission shows, justified in calling out the 
citizen: soldiery of the commonwealth te 
preserve its peace and vindicate its laws. 

“The regentment expressed by many per- 
sons connected with the strike at the pres- 
ence of the armed guards and militia of the 
state does not argue weil for the peaceabie 
character or purposes of such persons. No 
peaceabie or lawabiding citizen has reason 
to fear or resent the presence of either. 


Mitchell in No Way Blamed. 

“It is also true, and justice requires the 
statement, that the leaders of the organiza. 
tion which began and conducted the strike, 
and notably its president, condemned al 
violence, and exhorted their followers to 
sobriety and moderation. It would seem, 
however, that the subordinate local organ- 
izations and their leaders were not so amefi- 
able to such counsels as to prevent the re- 
grettable occurrences to which reference 
has been made. 

‘‘In making this arraignment, we are not 
unmindful of what appears to be the fact, 
that the mineworkers of the anthracite re- 
gion are in the main wel! disposed and good 
citizens of the commonwealth of Pennsy!l- 
vania, and that it is in the power of a minor- 
ity of the less responsible men and boys, 
together with the idle and vicious, unless 
properly restrained, to destroy the peace 
and good order of any community,”’ 

“It also becomes our duty to condemn an- 
other less violent, but not less reprehensible, 
form of attack upon the rights and liberties 
of the citizen, which-the public opinion of 
civilized countries recognizes and protects. 
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' est, if not the greatest, of the benefits which

HOUNDED BY HIS RECORD 
IS CONVICTED MAN’S PLEA. 


George Bruen, in a Dramatic Speech, 
Asks Judge Horton: “What Could I 
Do?’’——Is Sentenced Once More. 


With Van Dyke beard, well trimmed, and 
gold glasses perched high on his nose, George 
Bruen, who has served three sentences in 
eastern prisons, one offense being the theft of 
diamonds from Cissie Loftus, arose in Judge 
Horton’s colirt yesterday and made a re- 
markable plea in his own behalf. 

Bruen was found in a room in a downtown 
hotel, in his stocking feet, at night. In his 
pockets were keys to several] hotels and a 
skeleton key. He was convicted recently 
and yesterday his attorney attempted to se- 
cure his release on a technical point. The 
effort failed and the prisoner addressed the 
court, saying: 

“I want to tell the whole truth. Iam an 
ex-convict, but I have been convicted now 
on my previous record. In my search for 
work I was asked for references, and all I 
could show were letters from wardens of 
penitentiaries. What could I do, your honor; 
what could I do? I was forced to become a 
bartender. 

“Finally, one night I drank too much. 
then went to the hotel where I was arrested, 
and there drank more. In a stupor I wan- 
dered to a room and was sleeping there when 
found. I was guilty of the other charges, 
but I am innocent now. Again I say that I 
was convicted on my record."’

Charles J. Bonaparte Is Selected for the 
Laetare Honor by the Trustees of 
Notre Dame University. 


Notre Dame, Ind., March 21.—[Special. ]— 
les J. Bonaparte, lawyer and philan- 
hropist of Baltimore, Md., is this year the re- 
pient of a gift that carries with it the 
hest honor which Notre Dame university 
can confer.

of. Delaying Transfer of Taxes for 
Political Effect—Ald. Wildam Ma- 
vor Responds with a Charge of Mu- 
nicipal Extravagance — Declares 
More Men Are on Rolls than Were 
Provided For by the Appropriation.

“S An order from“Acting Controller ‘Hubbell 
closed the .paymaster’s office yesterday.

40,000 city emp s until some money comes 
‘into the the county collectdr. 
What the city: is about’$1,000,000 to 


‘them 25 per cent of their salaries which was 
withheld during January and February 
while the appropriation bill was being con- 
sidered. | 

City officials charge County Collector Han- 
berg with “ playirg politics.” They assert 
that he has been holding back tax collec- 
tions for the express purpose of putting the 
city in a bad financial condition. 

Ald. William Mavor, republican chairman 
of the finance committee, on the other hand, 
ideclares-that the extravagances.of the dem- 
ocratic administration have caysed the 
defeit. i 

‘The city administration-has. been carry- 
ing more men on the pay rolls than are al- 
lowed by the appropriations,”’ said Ald, Ma-. 
vor. “It has been spending more money 
than it should have spent. In making up 
the budget this year we discovered that in 
thé @epartment thére' were forty men 
who were-not appropriatedfor. Inthe bofler 
inspector's Office there were five or six more, 
and I belleve the same condition exists in 
the other departments.” |

EXTRA SESSION FOR CUBA 


PRESIDENT PALMA CALLSSENATE 
TO MEET ON MARCH 24. 


Reciprocity Treaty with the United 
States Mast Be Ratified ‘Before 
March 31 and the Cuban Executive 
Is Taking Steps to Secure It Against 
Failure—Minister Squiers to Act for 
President Roosevelt in Signing the 
Exchange of Ratifications. 


HAVANA, March 21.—President Palma to- 
night issued a call for an extraordinary ses- 
Sion of the senate on March 24 for the pur- 
pose of ratifying the reciprocity treaty as 
amended by the United States senate. 

The reply of Minister Quesada to President 
Palma’s cablegr last..night inquiring if 
President R velt was authorized to join 
with President Palma in decreeing an ex- 


treaty was that President Roosevelt was not 
authorized to extend the time, and that the 
only way to save the treaty was to secureits 
ratification by the Cuban senate ‘before 
March 31. 

The call made by President Palma tonight 
accordingly was issued after a conference 
between President Palma, the vice presi- 
dent, and the secretary of state. It is be- 
lieved that lack of time will prevent the doc- 
ument being returned to Washington forthe 
final signature, and that President Roosevelt 
can delegate United States Minister Squiers 
to attend the final exchange of signatures. 
Jt is-held here that it is unnecessary that 
the United States house of representatives 
pass upon the treaty prior to its ratification 
by the Cuban senate. : 

Discuss Defeets in Treaty. 

Washington, D. C., March 21.—The defects 
in the Cuban treaty were discussed at the 
state department today by Secretary Hay 
and a number of senators, including Chair- 
man Cullom of the senate committee on for- 
eign relations. There was no disposition to 
minimize the extent of the complications, 
and, in fact, fresh ones were developed dur- 
ing the conference. It was pointed out by 
one senator that the provision, “‘ this treaty 
shall not take effect until the same shall 
have been approved by the congress,” re- 
quired such attention not only on the part 
of our own congress, but by the Cuban con- 
gress as well, and this it would perhaps be 
difficult to secure, for the oppositionis much 
stronger in the Cuban lower house than in 
the senate. | t 

Some of the senators who called bluntly 
stated: that the treaty would surely be de- 
feated if it again came before the United 
States congress. The officials of the state 
department have not yet given up hope of 
being able to straighten out the tangle, but 
it appears more probable today than ever 
that a new treaty will be required. 


Senator Lodge Optimistic. 


Senator Lodge had an interview with the 
president during the day and discussed with 
him the situation relative to the treaty. Tne 
senator is of opinion that there is no danger 
to the treaty even if the Cuban senate should 
fail to act upon the amendment of our senate 
prior to March 31, the date for the final ex- 
change of ratifications. He points out that 
should the Cuban senate fail to act for any 
reason before that date a simple treaty could 
be negotiated reviving and extending the life 
of the treaty until congress meets next fall. 
But he is of opinion that this will not be 
necessary, believing, as he does, that Presi- 
dent Palma will get the Cuban senate to- 
gether and that it will accept the amendment 
of our senate before March 31.

FIFTEEN NEW YORKLLOYDS

Eastedn Insurance Department Prepares 


to Begin Legal Action Against Ques- 
tioned Risk Companies... | 


The New York insurance department is 
to begin action against fifteen Lloyds, whose 
right to transact business has been called 
in question by Gupt. of Insurance 
Hendricks. Last November the attorney 
general’s office of New York examined the 
reports of thirty-one Lloyds which had been 
filled in accordance with the law passed in 
April, 1902. Action will be begun after these 
reports are examined. The superintendent 
thinks that some of the policies issued by 
the Lioyds contain provisions which are 
not found in the standard form and the in- 
dorsements used on these policies are not in 
the interest of the public. : 

Fire insurance men yesterday expressed 
much more hopefulnmess in regard to the 
anti-compact bill before the Arkansas legis- 
lature. The postponement of the vote on 
the bill indicates that the legislators are 
not as hostile as they were before. 

A’ stock insurance company is proposed

FATE OF RAILROAD MERGER

Attorneys in Northern Securities Com- 
peny Suit Conclude Their Arguments 
—Decision May Wait Long Time. _ 


St. Louls, Mo., March 21.—The final argu- 
ments in the Northern Securities case were 
concluded this afternoon, and the case was 
left with the Federal Court of Appeals. Be- 
cause of the enormous mass of evidence and 
the voluminous arguments which the judges 
are called upon to consider, it is doubtful if 
a decision will be possible within two months, 
and it is likely the time will be longer than 


Judge Caldwell announced that the gov- 

ernment attorneys could have three days to 

prepare and submit its briefs. 

D. T. Watson resumed his argument which 
was in progress at last night's adjournment. 
He insisted that the position taken by the 
defendants, that they had the right, under 
state laws, to form a combination, was not 
well taken, for the reason that behind the 
sovereign power of a state was a power 
still more sovereign, and this latter power 
said that such a combination was unlawful 
and tended to stifie competition. 

“If the course of the Northern Securities 
is upheld,”” Mr. Watson declared, ‘* there is 
nothing to prevent an absorption of all other 
transcontinental lines, or ind f all other 
lines. It ‘would enkble it to stifle all com- 
petition and regulate H freight rates. This 
last is not a mattef of such great impor- 
tance, but it is the power that would accrue 
to the corporation and the loss of liberty 
to the individual eitizen that forms the great 


objection to the merger.”’

Secretary Root Gives Out Details of Reg- 
ulations Prepared War Col-

Root today ordered to be made Secretary 
report which the war college board at his 
request has prepared explaining and com- 
menting upon the various provisions of the 
new military law, their proper interpreta- 
_ tion, and the best means for putting them 
\into operation. Maj. Gen. 8. B. M. Young, as 
president of the hoard, submits the report. 

Under, the law the organized militia are 
given until Jan: 21,° 1908; ta adopt “ the or- 
ganization, armament, and discipline” of 
the “regular and volunteer armies,’ and 
within that time the organized militia is ex- 
pected to conform as rapidly as practicable 
to the standard. 

That absolute uniformity with the regular 
army as a standard may be obtained, the 
board believes that the president should fix 
immediately the minimum enlisted strength 
of the various organizations of the militia 
to correspond in each case to that fixed for 
the regular army.. It therefore recommends 
the following minimum organizations: In- 
fantry, 65; cavalry, 65; fleld artillery, 120; 
coast artillery, 120; engineers, 100,

James V. Wilson, aged 67 years, living at 1188 West Monroe street, this week will com- 
plete his forty-seventh year of service as engineer with the Chicago, Milwaukee and 8t. 
Paul railroad. He is the oldést in point of service of the employés of the St. Paul, Mr. Wil- 
son has carried more than 2,000,000 passengers and has been in only ong wreck, which oc- 
curred one night when the thermometer stood 24* below zero. His engine broke its driving 
rod and went to pieces—“ Through no fault of mine,’ explains the veteran engineer. 
“I was born on Long Island in 1836," said Mr. Wilson yesterday, “‘and went to Mil- 
waukee, alone, at the age of 17 years, to grow up with the west. A few months later I 
went to work firing on the Milwaukee and Prairie du Chien line, running from Milwaukee 
to Waukesha, in the direction of Janesville. It was Wisconsin's first line. The engine was 
a little, wood burning affair, in great contrast to the monsters of today. It was puereneey 
for engineers to wear “ biled’ shirts and white vests in those days.”’ 

At the time of which Mr. Wilson speaks George R. Peck, now general counpel for the 
St. Paul, and H. R. Williams, general manager of the line, were schoolmates at Palmyra, 
a little station along the line. Albert J. Earling, president of the road, was telegraph

BOOK OF EVANSTON POETS

Only 125 Devotees to the Muse Are Quot- 
ed in the Book and the Others Proceed 
to Make the Author Unhappy. 


William ©. Levere and his book of Evans- 
ton poets, just published, caused an uproar 
yesterday among the poets who had been 
ignored. Only 125 devotees to the muse, who 
live or have lived in Evanston, are quoted in 
the book, while an equal number are not 
mentioned. 

In his bachelor apartments dees Simp- 
son's meat market, the author, who is also 
city treasurer, received “ kicks ’"’ from most 
unexpected sources, while not even his most 
intimate friends climbed the three flights of 
stairs to tell him the book was good. A 
limited edition of 310 copies has been pub- 
lished by William 8S. Lord. 

The first complaint came from Mrs. Martha 
Foote Crowe. dean of the women of North- 
— university. Meeting Mr. Lord, she 
said: 

“Who has stolen my poetry? What right 
had you to publish my verse and not pay 
for it?’ 

“ The book was published not as a money 
making venture, but as a matter of civic 
pride,’’ he answered. 

A person signing the initials “ A. Se Shas 
accused the author of personal preference, 
and H. E. Russell, whose verse had been 
copyrighted, wanted to know why it had been 
published without authority. | 

“You used two poems of mine that have 
been copyrighted,”’ he wrote. “ How do you 
explain this action?’ 

In the preface to the book the author says: 
“Evanston is a New England city trans- 
planted to the west.’’ Some of the remon- 
strances will be ignored, Mr. Levere declares, 
but the unauthorized publication of poems 
will be explained. 


HOLD WOMAN FORGIRL’S DEATH. 


Jurors Find Mrs. Mary Sehnert Guilty 
of Manslaughter in the Case of 
Miss Mae Love. 


Mrs. Mary Sehnert is held responsible for 
the death of Miss Mae Love, and imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary on a charge of man- 
slaughter is to be her fate. Henry Wegert, 
the young man who took the girl to Mrs. 
Sehnert, was found to be not guilty. The ver- 
dict was reached at 1 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, after the jury had been in debate for ten 
hours.

Last May Miss 
Love was taken ill, and it is said Wegert 
took her to Mrs. Sehnert, 399 Division street, 
in thie city. In June a cab was hurriedly 
summoned to Mrs. Sehnert’s houge and the 
young women placed in it. The driver was 
told to take her to the home of relatives at 
669 West Madison street. Miss Love died in 


the cab.

LONDON, March 21.—Achilles is not sulk-

porary. He has returned with his mind pre- 
occupied with a single subject on which his 
attention has been concentrated for many 
months, and he cannot be diverted from it 
the first fortnight. Fully equipped as he is 
with information gained at first hand, he will 
not find anybody on the opposition bench 
willing to argue the case with him, and when 
Birmingham has added its tribute of affec- 
tion to the unique homage paid him by the 
city of London he will be compelled to drop 

_ south Africa and revert to the political issues 
of the day. 

Rumor mongers have not yet received as- 
sistance from Chamberlain in wrecking the 
land bill or overthrowing the government. 
The strongest argument against their charge 
that he is secretly opposing Wyndham's land 
purchase bill is his interest in carrying out 
the south African settlement, which would 
be upset by! the premature downfall of the 
government. Other ministers may be stale, 


* Dut he is entirely fit, and has the strongest 


reasons for keeping the government in office 
Until the work of reconciliation in south 
Africa is completed. 


Liberals Face a New Quarrel. 


The liberal factions, moreover, are quar- 
reling instead of making peace. Camppbell- 
Bannerman, instead of proclaiming a truce 
after the astonishing yictory at Rye, has 
uneheat Gladetene’s home rule sword. 
Lord Rosebery’s followers have taken instant 
Offense, and his chigf henchman, R. W. 
Perks, has sounded a warning on the eve of 
the election in Chertsey that the liberal party

Revolt Against the Ministry. 

The political situation has suddenly become 
Intensely interesting. The recent by-elec- 
tions have shown that the country Is in re- 
volt against the government. The ministers 
are not, however, in immediate danger, since 
the nationalist members can protect them 
against desertions from their own side if 
they are satisfied with Wyndham’s Iand bill. 
The cost of that measure to the British tax- 
payers is as yet an unknown quantity. Thet 
is the piyot upon which the Irish policy turns. 
British taxpayers, already appalled by the 
expense of Brodrick'’s reorganized army, 
are not in the humor for buying out the 
Irish landlords at extortionate rates, espe- 
clay when there is no guarantee that the 
nationalist party will abandon the home rule 
agitation. If Wyndham has succeeded in 
driving a reasonable bargain, and Redmond 
makes a conciliatory response, the govern- 
ment will probably finish the session without 


upset. 
Budget Mey Show Surplus. 

The budget is another unknown quantity. 
Financial experts now agree that Chancellor 
Ritchie will have an estimated surplus of 
$44,000,000 for the next fiscal year and be 
enabled to knock off 3 pence from the income 
tax. The ground could then be cleared for

Cham- 
berlain stands for these broad policies and 
ean hardiy fail to Hft the next unionist can- 
Vaes to the high level of his imperial policy. 
Meanwhile, taxpayers, investors, publicans, 
nd free churchmen have grievances, and 
there is cross voting between the parties at 
bye elections on an unprecedented scale. 


Foreign Affeirs Unnoticed. — 

Foreign affairs have fallen into the back- 
ground and are barely mentioned by leader 
Writers. Roosevelt and Hay are congratu- 
lated upon the passage of the Panama canal 
treaty, and the United States upon having 
am opportunity of dojng so great a work for 
the welfare of the world. Count von Bulow 
receives recognition for his dialectic skill 
in maintaining that Germany is the most 
eligible ally in Christendom, but his argu- 
ment is condemned as unconvincing.

The stipends of scores of priests have been 
suppressed and half a dozen bishops have 
been censured and admonished. i 

Not only the ‘reactionaries but the con- 
servative republicans are dismayed at the 
outlook, for the movement is now so strong 
against the church that no one can tell 
where it may stop. 

One hundred“sisters of the order of the 
Daughters of Jegus have left Brest, owing to 
the closing of their establishment. Thirty of 
them are going to Belgium, thirty to Canada, 
and forty to the United States.

CABINET 


BRITISH MINISTRY AT LAST RE- 
ALIZES POPULAR FEELING. . 


Many Reasons Can Be Found for the 
Revolt Against the Present Govern- 
ment—New Licensing Act Unites the 
Liquor Interests Against the Party 
in Power—Many Other Complaints 
Are Made Against the Policies of 
Balfour and His Associates, |

LONDON, March 21.—Not since Mr. Glad- 
stone’s retirement has the Engiish political 
situation presented so many points of inter- 
est to outside observers. The popular re- 
volt againgt the Balfour ministry has become 
so overwhelming that the memberg of the, 


cabinet themselves do not pretend any 
longer to ignore it. | 
The public condemnation is directed dier- 


ly against Lansdowne, Brodrick, and Bal- 
four, the latter as the responsible head of 
the government. The muddle, whigh had its 
culmination in the disastrous defeat at Rye, 
has set the whole country specatating as 
to the probable outcome, The willfully 
blind unionists pretend to account for it 
as an inevitable swing in the pendulum. 

The truth is that it is due, as the most 
impartial will agree, about in equal pro- 
portion to the revolt of the liquor interests 
against the new licensing act, the noncon- 
formist opposition to the education bill, the 
general disgust over the Veneguelan muddle, 
distrust of Brodrick’s new army scheme, and 
opposition to the extravagance and war 
taxes in a time of peace. 


Many Elements of Danger. 

Any one of these causes is enough to make 
any government uncomfortable, but togeth- 
er they constitute a popular arraignment 
against which no government in this coun- 
try possibly could stand. The unjted oppo- 
sition of the liquor trade, which always has 
been affiliated with the conservative party, 
alone is sufficient to turn the unjopists out

FEELING OF UNREST: IN JOLO. 


Arrest and Conviction of Three Moros 


for Burning a Chinese Town May 
Lead to an Uprising. 


MANILA, March 21.—There is a feeling of 
unrest in Jolo'on account of the arrest and 
conviction of three prominent Moros, who 
raided and burned the Chinese district of 
Perang. As a precautionary measure Gen, 
Sumner, commanding the department of 
Mindanao, has strengthened the Jolo garri- 
son, and is preparing to send additional 
troops there. | 

In the event of an emergency the United 
States vessels in southern waters will be 
asked to coéperate with the troops in a 
demonstration designed to convince the 
Moros of the folly of an overt act. 

Gen. Sumner is going to Jolo. in the hope 
of allaying the disturbancep and convincing 
the Moros of the justness of the American 
policy and the folly of armed resistance. 

Thir- 
teen Chinese houses were burned. The three 
ringleaders are friends of the sultan of Jolo, 
and the people protested against their re- 
moval from Jolo, but thé sentence will be 
enforced.

BALFOUR NEEDS A REST. 


Premier’s Early Retirement to 
the House of Lords Now 
Deemed Certain.

LONDON, March 21.—This week has been 
Chamberlain's week. Not since Beacons- 
field’s return from the Berlin congress, bring- 
ing ‘peace with honor,” has there been 
anything like the popular welcome the co- 
lonial secretary has received on his return 
from south Africa. This welcome reached 
its culmination yesterday when he was ban- 
queted, toasted, and presented with lauda- 
tory addresses by the city. By this time he 
is surfeited with adulation, and as he said 
himself, ‘* sick of the sound of his own voice,’ 
‘but for all that he would be more than hu- 


| man if ne aidn't feel some gratification at 
the reception accorded to himself and his ~ ~ 


wife by the ancient city of London. 

The consumption of orchids on this occas- 
ion must have been stupendous, for the great 
man’s favorite flower was sported by any 
number of stock brokers and city merchants, 
Those who found this exotic blossom too ex- 
pensive a Juxury, purchased a monocle for 
the modest price of a penny from the hawk- 
ers who plied a busy trade In crowded streets, 
and wore it with as near an approach as pos 
sible to the manner affected by their hero. 
At Guild hall there were more orchids, while 
at the Mansion house the banqueting tabies 
were lavishly decorated with them, so that 
some people went so far as to say that the 
day would henceforth be inscribed in the 
almanac as “ orchid day.” 


Deserves His Popularity. 

Little details like these serve better thas 
a long, elaborate description to show the 
kind of feeling which is entertained for 
Chamberlain here just now. Public opinion 
is unanimous that he has deserved well of 
his country by his arduous labors in the 
eause of peace and reconciliation, and, with 
the exception of a few of the baser sort of 
politicians, even his opponents gladly ad-_ 
mit that he has merited the confidence and - 


no higher reward can be bestowed on any 
British statesman. 

But there are other reasons for Chamber- 
lain’s popularity. He left England at @ 
time when the education bill wag still ex- 
citing feelings of angry hostility to the gov- 

| ernment among a large section of the peo- 
ple and before the Venezuelan imbroglia. 
had begun to trouble the tranquillity of the 
nation. During the parliamentary recess, 
while Premier Balfour, exhausted by par- 
tisan controversy, was nursing his influenga 
in bed, Chamberlain's name was constantly 
before the public in the newspapers, his 
south African speeches being cabled at great 
length and read with the keenest interest. 
His successes were in daily contrast to the 
blunders of the ministers at home, and his 
prestige advanced by leaps and bounds while 
theirs diminished to an extent which has 
produced a panic among their supporters. 


Unionists Are Discouraged. 

No wonder Chamberlain, consummate me- 
nipulator ef the machine that he is, is wel- 
comed back by the unionists, who have dis- 
sipated the advantages they gained at the 
last general election. Since his departure 
election after election hag been won by the 
opposition candidates and the enormous min- 
isterial majority ie being converted into 
minorities so that the most optimistic sup- 
porters of the government begin to shake 
their heade ominously, as they hesitate to 
speak with confidence of the future prospects 
of their party. 

All this makes even those aristocraégic con- 
servatives to whom Chamberlain with his 
radical and republican antecedents and his 
plebeian origin has always been a bugbear 
now look to him to stiffen the party which 
is so deplorably lacking in backbone. 

The elections at Woolwich and Rye have 
resulted within the last few days in crush- 
ing defeats for the ministerial candidates, 
and the loss of two seats to the government 
has caused the elation of one side and the 
corresponding depression of the other. The 
exultant liberale declare in Gladstone's his- 
toric phrase. “the flowing tide is with us.” 
and the conservatives are too dejected to 
deny it. There is not, however, any real 
confidence anrong the more prominent Hberal 
politicians, 


Liberals Need a Leader. 


The truth is, there ts no genuine leader 
among them. To use a well worn simile 
which exactly hits off the situation, there 
are any number of eminent men who are 
walking in front of the crowd and delude 
themselves into the belief that they are con- 
ducting it, but not one who possesses that au- 
thority which is indispensable to the man 
who would aspire to form a government and 
assume responsibility for the affairs of the 
nation. Lord Rosebery, with all his popu- 
larity and charm, is vacillating and timid. 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman is weak. 
Asquith, by far the most capable and vigor- 
ous of the three, is cold and unsympathetic, 
and lacks that personal magnetism which is 
essential to the statesman who aspires to 
hold sway over a party composed of such 
heterogeneous elements as those of which the 
present opposition consists. 

Despite all the discontent in its ranks. the 
government still possesses a large majority, 
and will probably continue to hold office for 
a considerable time, during which Cham- 
berlain, the only really strong man in poli- 
ties, may succeed in restoring discipline and 
winning back for the ministry some of the 
popularity it has lately Inst. 

Tt is thought by many that Balfour has 
had almost enough of the work and anxiety

HOLLEBEN TO RETIRE SOON. 


German Ambassador to Return to the 
United States to Present Letter. 
of Recall. 


BERLIN, March 21.—Dr. ven Holleben, the 

German ambassador, will return to Wash- 
ington to present to the president his letter 
of recall probably no later than May. Min- 
ister von Sternburg, according to the gov- 
ernment’s intention, will succeed immedi- 
ately to the ambassadorship. 
‘A few days ago Von Holleben was still at 
Wice, to which place he went by way of 
Paris after landing at Cherbourg from New 
York. He did not come to Berlin, as reported 
at the time, and has not yet been here. Con- 
sequently he has not seen the emperor, 
chancellor, or foreign office officials. The 
ambassador's letters, which were sent to his 
permanent address in care of his hrother, 
Lieut. Gen. von Holleben, at Friedenau, near 
Berlin, remain unanswered. 

While it will be disagreeable for the am- 
bassador to revisit the United States for his 
formal withdrawal from the Washington 
post, it is essential in order to comply with 
diplomatic courtesy, since his health per- 
mits bim to make the journey without suffer- 
ing. . * 

Chancellor von Bilow's firm support of 
Minister von Sternburg in the reichstag on 
Thursday is taken publicly to mean that Von 
Sternburg continues to stand first in the 
government's eye for the succession.

‘This has been due not so much to the ex-

close, since the emperor, besides being the 
temporal ruler, is likewise the ‘‘ summus 
episcopus "that is to say, the supreme 
spiritual head of the church, consecrated as 


abled by means of this ecclesiastical dignity 
to take the sacraments in the manmer of 
the clergy. imstead of asa mere layman. It 
had not been difficult, therefore, to create 
throughout nearly all classes of officialdom 
the impression that people who denied the 
czar’s spiritual supremacy with regard to 
their religious beliefs likewise rebelled 
against his supremacy in temporal affairs; 
that orthodoxy was inseparable from loy- 
alty to the crown, and that the fact of being 
a Lutheran, a Roman Catholic, an Anglican, 
or a dissenter of any kind or form was equiv- 
alent to being a foe of emperor and state.”

Ing the reign of the first Emperor Nicholas, 
during the closing years of Alexander II., 
and throughout the reign of Alexander III.

Indeed, his 
most trusted and devoted general, aid-de- 
camp, and secretary, old Gen. Richter, wasa 
devout Lutheran, and another of his chosen 
friends, and a man for wham he entertained 
the most profound reverence and affection, 
was a Roman Catholic village priest in Rus- 
sian Poland. But in an unfortunate mo- 
mént he appointed his old tutor, Pobedonos- . 
teff, to the post of procurator general of the 
holy synod, knowing him to be a man of the 
most sterling integrity, with the idea that he 
would, as the alter ego of the crown in ec-

The procurator general, however, was a 
man imbued with a fanaticism in matters 
of religion that was totally out of keeping 
with the present age, and this, together with 
his deep rooted devotion to the czar, led him 
not only to make use of his position to foster 
the doctrine among all classes of officialdom 
that orthodoxy was indispensable to loyalty, 
and that religious dissent spelt treason, but 
also to exert all his authority as perhaps the 
most influential member of the council of 
ministers and of the senate of,the empire to 
persecute by administrative theari# ‘a 
non-orthodox subjects of thé czar into join- 
ing the established church. 

That constitutes the keynote of the era of

President Loubet to Visit French 
North Africa in Effort to Right 
Wrongs of the Colonies by At- 
tracting Public Attention to

[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 
ARIS, March 11.—President 
Loubet’s coming visit to Al- 
geria and Tunis is dictated 
by necessity. The unrest in 
French north Africa and 
Algerian demands for au- 
tonomy which resulted from 
the recall of Cambon as gov- 
ernor general, and the many 
changes that have taken 
place in that office since,have 
reached a point where the 
intervention of the French 
chief of state is deemed ad-— 
visable. 

The Algerians feel they are 
not being treated right. 
That there has been much 
injusticé was brought out in 
the recent trial in France of 
the Arabs who figured in the 
Marguerite troubles. The evidence given in 
this trial showed a bad state of affairs in the 
administration of justice, it being possible 
for a white colonist to seize the lands of an 
Arab with but slight excuse and throw him 
out of his home on the payment to him of 
40 cents. : 

It is with a view to turning public attention 
to Algeria and thus secure for the African 
colony what it should have that the presi- 
dent is about to undertake the trip. There 
is a strong foreign element in Algeria, nat- 

-uralized French, it is true, but not French- 
men. Max Regis is a type of these colonists, 
who have done incalculable Sigg to the col- 
ony, sowing discord and strife. 

The cry for autonomy has even been heard 
also from Cochin-China, where the colonists 
are beginning to chafe under certain exac- 
tions of the home government. To the colo- 
nists of Cochin-China more than to any other 
class is due the protest against.the Siam 
treaty, which they succeeded in burying. 

How much faith may be attached to the 
official notes issued at the Quai d’Orsay was 
never better illustrated than in the Abys- 
Sinian affair, when Delcasse, after issuing 
an official note to the press to the effect that 
the French relations with Menelik were never 

r and that Lagarde was the most satis- 
factory of representatives, now announces 
the return of the French minister and the 
appointment of his successor. True, the sec- 
ond note is embellished by the explanation 
that Lagarde needs a leave of absence. A 
little frankness on the part of the minister 
of foreign affairs. would have been more 
dignified. The Lagarde affair has been too 
much for even a certain type of the French 
newspaper, and Delcasse has been reproached 
for his attempt to mislead public opinion. 
Silence is always excusable, but statements 
of a nature calculated to mislead will not 
be tolerated in this age of thirst for accurate 
information. The African question is deeply 
interesting the colonial group in the chamber, 
which is dreaming of a French African em-~- 
pire. 


Henry Getty and his daughter, Miss Alice 
Getty, with Miss Gillett of Illinois, have 
sailed from India for Paris. Miss Getty, 
who attended the durbar, has been danger- 
ously ill with malarial fever and pneumonia, 
and has been ordered by her physician to 


leave India as soon as possible. Nearly 
every one who went from Paris to India has 
been ill. The hotels and traveling accom- 
modations in India are so bad that illness in 
the country can hardly be avoided. While 
one finds good hotels and good food wher- 
ever there are French people in the east, 
the English colonists seem to be incapable 
of furnishing accommodations for tourists. 

N interesting monument to 
Victor Hugo will shortly be 
opened. It is the museum in 
his| old home on the Place 
des Vosges. There he wrote 
‘‘Notre Dame de Paris,’’ 
“Les Feuilles d’'Automne,’”’ 
and ‘‘ Lucrece Borgia.” On 
the Place des Vosges Victor 
Hugo lived the romantic 
part of his life and enjoyed 
the sweetness of his first 
literary triumphs. 

The *‘ death bed ”’ room of 
the Avenue d’Eylau home 
has been completely recon- 
structed in the museum, hav- 
ing been taken piece by piece 
from the Avenue d’Eylau to 
the Place des Vosges. Every- 
thing will be exactly as his 
room was when he died, the 
bed with the canopy over it, the inlaid desk, 
the bureau, the high wooden pulpit upon 
which he wrote standing up, the tapestries, 
and the chairs—all in exact position. 

The second floor, which he occupied when 
he lived in the Place des Vosges, has been 
divided into three rooms,one of which is 
ornamented with plates framed by oaken 
cases, an invention of Victor Hugo himself. 
Another is devoted to drawings by the poet, 
and the third to the panels, funiture, and 
mantels carved by Victor Hugo, or painted 
by him. As every one knows the great poet 
was fond of painting and sculpturing, and 
his work in these lines, which has been 
ignored by the public, will form an exception- 
ally interesting exhibit. The carved. farni- 
ture was in the possession of Prof. Koch, who 
is the nephew and heir of Mme. Drouet, Vic- 
tor Hugo's friend at Guernsey. This furni- 
ture had been made by Victor Hugo especial- 
ly to embellish his Guernsey home during 
his exile. There are wood panels, tables, 
doors, mirror frames, mantels, and other 
things. On one of the panels is an ode to his 
little son Georges, On another is cut: 

glass to lament, 
A bronze to resist. 


At Paris while they judge and condemn me. ~ 


May 11, ’70.” 

Equally interesting are the albums, full 
of caricatures by the poet, and innumerabie 
pipes, buttons, lithographs, and bric-Aa-brac 
which belonged to him. ee 

On the first flbor of the museum Will be a 
record of Victor Hugo’s literary works told in 
paintings, like Napoleon’s battles at Ver- 
sailles. Rochegrosse has illustrated the 
** Burgraves,’’ having chosen the scene where 
the Burgraves throw themselves upon Bar- 
berousse, who is finishing his famous apos- 
trophe to Magnus, The principal figures are 
Barberousse, the erring emperor, Magnus, 
Hatto, and the noble Duke Job. who, withan 
imperious! gesture,’ stops his armed men as 
they are preparing to seize the old man. 


The second canvas is by Dfgene Carriere, 
and represents Fantine of ‘‘ Les Miserables.”’ 
Then there is the scene of the pillory of Notre 
Dame de Paris, by Due Olivier Merson; 
the adventurer, César de Bazan, by Roybet; 
Sarah, the baigneuse, by Henner, and Raf- 
faelli’s painting of the procession of children 
before the poet’s window in 1882. 

Naturally, Roll,/ the official artist of the 
republic, has painted the funeral scene, and 
Besnard shows the first presentation of 
Hernani. in which one distinguishes Alfred 
de Musset, Balzac, Berlioz, and Theophile 
Gautier standing up in their seats, en- 
thusiastic over the play. 

Two busts of the poet by Angersand Rodin 
complete the artistic collection, , 


HE end of the old Moulin 
Rouge was celebrated dur- 
ing the carnival, when a 
representation of the famous 
dance hall was drawn upon 
a funeral car by crépe hung 
horses, accompanied by 
heavily veiled mourners. 
There is nothing to regret in 
the end of the Moulin 
Rouge, as it had become a 
_vulgar resort, frequented 
‘only by curious foreigners 
aware of the reputation of 
the red moulin, but not ofits 
degeneration. 

From the grave of the old 
famed Moulin Rouge has 
risen a new café, concert 
and dance hall which will 

, probably be as renowned as 
its predecessor. The big red wheel, the sign 
of the establishment, is gayly revolving again, 
ablaze with electric light, and Parisians and 
Americans are flocking there. The quadrille 
has giyen way to the “cake walk,’ and 
there is a smart restaurant, where tout Paris 
went to féte the opening. dining and supping 
in the delightful balcony restaurant over- 
looking the stage. 

The newly constructed Moulin Rouge is 
the handsomest music hall in Paris. It is 
under the management of P. L. Flers. who 
has decorated it in white and gold. To the 
left of the entrance is a new feature, an up 
to date American bar, presided over by a 
merry Irishman, aided by a bonny Scotch 
maid. The promenade and foyer are long 
and roomy. At one end of an annex isa sec- 
ond and smaller theater, which is devoted to 
living pictures. For summer there will be a 
garden, with attractions of its own. and 
where, amid palms and flowers, one may dine 
and sup in the shadow of Montmartre. 

The boxes of the new Moulin Rouge are 
large and comfortable and arranged for the 
display of toilets. The ordinary stalls 
are roomy and there is an attractive plat- 
form, filled with tables and chairs, where 
refreshments are served during the. play. 
The balcony, save for two rows of seats, is 
entirely devoted toa restaurant, where din- 
ner is served for a dollar to spectators de- 
siring to dine while seeing the play. 

On the opening night Jean Loraine, the 
author, and a number of stage celebrities 


. indulged in a cake walk, with figures and 


steps that would have turned a Georgia 
negro green with envy.

LORIMER THE BOGIE MAN. 

Childishness ifypolitics is well illustrated 
in the outery that is raised against Graeme 
Stewart on the score thitthe was nominat-_ 
ed and, if elected, will be‘controlled by 
Lorimer. The alarm manifested on this 
account is chiefly confined to democrats. 
We understand that Ald, Kenna and Ald. 
Coughlin are most disturbed about Lori- 
mer. They fear that if Stewart should be 
elected we might not have a “ business ” 
administration, but that Lorimer might be 
influential in the city hall, and that some 
of the commercial opportunities which have 
been improved during the last six years 
might escape the diligent attention they 
deserve. 

What we are to do with this Lorimer 
bugaboo, short of hanging Lorimer or send- 
ing him to the penitentiary for life, does 
not clearly appear. Being an American 
citizen above 21 years of. age, and never,' 
having been convicted any crime, and 
haviig constantly voted! the’ republican 
ticket for twenty-five yéars, Lorimer has 
the right to go before the primaries and 
get elected to republican, conventions if he 
ean. Being in such ventions, he has 
the right to make motions and support or 
oppose candidates as he sees fit. The dele- 
gates elected have an equal right to yote 
for or against any proposition that he may 
adyocate. If a majority of the convention’ 
votes with him the action resolved upon 
ceases to be that of Lorimer; it becomes 
that of the convention and the republican 
party. 

What are we to do with Lorimer? Is it 
proposed that he shall be expelled from the 
party? If so, it will be interesting to look 
for the man who has the right to put the 
ban on him. Mr. Lorimer may be invited by 
some silly persons deficient both in brains 
and in energy to join the democratic party, 
but he is likely to send, regrets. . Previous 
engagements require him to remain in the 
republican party and to fulfill his obligations 
as a member thereof.

THE COAL STRIKE AWARD. 
The finding of the anthracite strike com- 
mission—the unanimous finding of a picked 
body of men who have investigated a com- 
plicated question thoroughly and dispassion- 
ately—is a triumph for the miners. Their 
contention that they were not receiving fair | 
wages is sustained. They are awarded an 
increase of 10 per cent over the rates paid} 
April last. The same advance is given the 
engineers and other employés of the mining 
companies, and their hours of labor are re- 
duced. The wage increase commences with 
last November, when work was resumed. 
The operators appreciate now the mis- 


to compromise with the miners on thé basis | 
of a 5 per cetit increase, as they could have 
done. They would not have lost a year’s 
businegs, they would not have had to pay 
the. higher rate of wages, which must re 


aud the public would not have suffered as it 
has from a scarcity of fuel. The operators— 
interested parties—contended that they 
could not afford to pay more than they were 
paying. A disinterested cOmmission has 
reported that the operators can afford to 
pay more. The operators must plead guilty 
to the charge of attempting to deceive the 


The commission adopts President Baer’s 
sliding scale suggestion to a certain extent. 
It provides that each increase of 5 cents 
above $4.50 a ton in the selling price at New 
York shall add 1 per cent to the miners’ 
reward. The wage which the.commfssion 
has fixed is a minimum wage and will not 
be decreased if the price of coal should fall 
below $4.50. There is no likelihood that 
that will happen. 

The commission knows that there will be 
disputes as .to the interpretation of the 
award, and that controversies will arise con- 
cerning other questions. It directs that they 
be settled by arbitration when they cannot 
be adjusted otherwise. Provision is made 
for a board of conciliation, and it is ordered 
that no suspension of work shall take place 
pending the adjustment of the trouble. It 
may be assumed that miners and operators 
will accept the award and observe it loyally. 
In that event there will be peace in the an- 
thracite district for three years at least. 
For this the country is indebted to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s courageous intervention 
last fall. 

The miners do not get all they asked for. 
They are extremely desirous that the united 
mineworkers shall be recognized. On that 
demand the commission is unable to make an 
award. It had no authority todoso. The 
operators are told that trades unionism is 
becoming part of our business life, but the 
miners are warned that when the majority 
of the employés of an industry form a union 
they do not acquire authority over those who 


there be no discrimination against union 
men on the one hand and no interference 
with nonunion men on the other. There hag 
been lawless interference with nonunion 
men. .Cases were brought to the attention 
of the commission which it could not disre- 
gard. The men at the head of the miners’ 
organizations must see that the peace is 
kept. The commission believes in collective 
bargaiuing, but they say * the present con- 
stitution of the united mineworkers does 
vot present the most inviting inducements 
to the operators to enter into contractual 
relations with if.” The chiefs of the organ- 
ization should ponder over this remark. 

The recommendation that the child labor 
laws of Pennsylvania be more strictly en- 
forced grows out of the shocking instances 
of the overworking of little children in the 
coal regions brought to the notice of the 
commission. The miners, with their better 
pay, will no longer be able to plead that they 
{ have to put small children at work. The 
recommendation that the government pro- 
vide machinery for the compulsory investi- 
gation—not arbitration—of labor difficul- 
ties like the miners’ strike will be approved 
of. 

These are the main features of the award. | 
The men who have made it are Judge George 
Gray, Labor Commissioner Carroll D. 
Wright, Brig. Gen. John M. Wilson, Bishop 
John I Spalding, Thomas H. Watkins, 
Edward W. Parker, and Edgar E. Clark. 
President Roosevelt selected them because 
he knew them to be fair minded men, each 
of whom had special qualifications for the 
work. The public recognized the ability of 
the commission and has awaited its award 
patiently, assured that it would bé just. It 
looks now to miners and operators to live 
up to the aw ard. 


MORGAN, SHAKSPEARE, GIBBON. 

The cash register is a good thing, but the 
New York Sun’s human talk register that 
rings up the amount of talk produced in con- 
gress is one of the most admirable pieces of 
mechanism in the country. Its latest ex- 
ploit is to show that during the four sessions 
of the last two congresses Senator Morgan's 
output on the one topic of the transisthmian 
canal reached the crushing total of 1,307,900 
words. | 

This total seems even more crushing when 
one remembers—-the memory baving been 
aided by the concordance—that the number 
of words in all the tragedies, comedies, and 
histories of Shakspeare put together is only 
850.000. Senator Morgan's discussion of a 
single commercial enterprise, therefore, ex- 
eeeds Shakspeage’s discussion of the dra- 


per cent. 

Take another illustration. Edward Gib- 
sition of his work on the “ Decline and Fall 
of the Roman Empire.” ‘When he finished, 
how many words had he written? Only 
1,025,000. Senator Morgan's discussion of 
the canal, therefore, exceeds Gibbon’s dis- 
cussion of twelve hundred years of human 
history by about 30 per cent. 

This showing fills the reader with rage. 
It is evident that our literary men have been 
soldiering on us. Shakspeare and Gibbon 
have held a reputation for years us energetic 
and industrious literary craftsmen. It now 
appears that they belonged to some surrep- 
titious writers’ union which had a work day 
of about fifteen minutes. The of their 
time they spent laughing at their deluded 
public. Asa sidelight, therefore, on literary 
history Senator Morgan's recent speeches 
are of the greatest value and people who 
have maintaiued that the senator was wast- 
ing the nation’s time are put to silence. 

One cannot but be glad, however, that not 
many senators go into the literary sidelight_ 
business. Consider the time which Sen-

NONPOLITICAL “OF COURSE. 

Mayor Harrison has bee r has pro- 

fessed to be—much agitated over the ap- 
préaching visit.of President Roosevelt to 
the city. He is to spend a day here prior 
to the municipal election, and is to make 
one or two addresses. The mayor has in- 
sinuated that the yisit has a political side 
—that it is designed to aid Mr. Graeme 
Stewart’s candidacy. 

The insinuation was uncalled for. The 
personnel of the committee in charge of 
‘the president’s reception should have dis- 
pelled suspicion. It includes prominent 
democrats as well as well known republic- 
ans. Furthermore, it should have been 
| taken for granted without semi-official as- 
surances that the president of the United 
States, being the guest of all the citizens, 
would say nothing, directly or indirectly, 
relating to the local political contest in 
which’they are énugaged. mayor should 
have had more confidence in the sense and 
judgment of the president. 

It has been authoritatively announced 
that the president's visit will be nonpolit- 
ical. He. will speak here, but it is under- 
stood that he will discuss the trusts. That 
is a question which no local politics 
in it. The mayor has been requested by 
the president to unite with other citizens 
of Chicago in his entertainment. The local 
committee has said that the mayor is to be 
given an equally conspicuous place with 
Gov. Yates in the reception, and is to re- 
ceive the same honors and courtesies which 
have been accorded to other mayors on sim- 
ilar occasions. (The assurances should dis- 
pel the unwarranted suspicions of the may- 
or, and be as balm for his wounded feelings. 
The president does not come to aid Mr. 
Stewart. The mayor is not to be thrust 
into the background. He is to have the 
honorable position. in the front rank to 
which the office he fills entitles him. There 
has been no intention d° ignore the mayor 
of Chicago. | 

The men whod intend to vote for Mayor 
Harrison and the men who mean to vote 
for Mr. Stewart will unite cordially in 
welcoming President Roosevelt on April 2. 
On that day they will forget local politics 
and pay their respécts to-the president of 
the United States. The feeble attempt to 
mar the harmony and pleasure of the occa- 
sion has been ut failure. 


MUNICIPAL MORALS. 

Mr. Hugo Grosser, the city statistician, 
now and then varies the monotonous reu- 
tine of his duties by excursions into the 
field of ethics, and shows that interesting 
moral, social, 
may be woven out of apparently dry col- 
lections of and 
figures. 

. Mr. Grosser's éonipilation of statistics 
having reference to police matters in vari- 
ous cities has already been printed in Tue 
TRIBUNE. It is significant and suggestive. 
He finds that while in New York City 3.86 
per cent of its population find their way to 
the police station, in Chicago 4.14 per cent 
manage to get arrested for various causes, - 
And yet Chicago has a smaller police fotce 
in proportion than New York, with a larg- 
er area to cover. The disparity is relieved 
in one notable respect. Mr. 
‘that of all the persons arrested 19.9 peg 
cent in New York are women, while in 
Chieago only 18.5 per cent belong to that 
sex. In other. words, more of our men in 
proportion to population find their way 
during the year to a stgtion, though prob- 
ably in both cities not’ all get there who 
should, Dut when ‘it comes to women fewer 
in Chicago use! the patrol wagon as a con- 
,veyance. Our men may be more boisterous 
and aggressive and violate the laws more 
frequently than they do in New York, but 
our women, the figures show, are more 
quiet, peaceful, and orderly than those in 
| New York. This goes to show that Chi- 
cago women are so busy that satan finds 
no mischief for them to do. 

One of the saddest features of Mr. Gros- 
ser’s analysis is the fact that in Chicago 
only 45 per cent. of the men arrested are 
single, while in New York over 65 per cent 
are unmarried, What is the matter with 
the married men of Chicago? Has woman 
in her rush for culture and in her break- 
ing away from household duties not only 
neglected domestic affairs, but relaxed the 
family discipline and failed to exercise her 
proper supervision over the husband? Why 
shoul] so married men in Chicago 
go to a police station as compared with 
‘New York, and especially with St. Louis, 
where few married persons, male or fe- 
male, have ever open the inside of a patrol 
wagon? 

Apparently Chicago is not much bettér 
or worse than other cities. It is not so 
bad as the national capital. It is.not so 
good as Milwaukee, where only 1.69 per 
cent were taken to police stations. And 
yet we consuine, if we do not make, as 
much beer as that city.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTEROY.

ARLOS is the name which has been 
given ta the second son of the prince 
and princess of the Asturias, ‘who was 
born in the royal palace at Madrid 
the other day, and this seryes to re- 

call the fact that nearly a century has 
elapsed since any member of the reigning 
house of Spain has been christened at Mad- 
rid with this name, which for the last séev- 
enty years or more has carried with it sug- 
gestions-of peril to the dynasty in the shape 
of conspiracy, insurrection, and civil war. 

The last royal infant who was baptized at 
Madrid with the name of Charles was the 
eldest son of that original Don Carlos who 
first inaugurated the Carlist wars. This 
original Don Carloa was the youngér son of 
King Charles IV. of Spain, and should, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the Bajic law 
and the family pact, have succeeded to the 
crown of Spain on the death of his elder 
brother, Ferdinand VII. The latter, how- 
ever, influenced by his fourth wife, Christine 
of Naples, abrogated the laws of suecession 
and bequeathed his crown to the el@er of his 
two little girls, who ascended the throne as 
Isabé@lla II. in spite of the protest of her 
uncle, Charles, count de Molina. .~ 

This Don Carlos, prior to the death ef his 
brother, King Ferdinand, had married a 
Portuguese princess, by whom he had two 


the elder receiving the name of Carles and 

he other thatofJohn. This Charles was the 
second Don Carlos of the Carlist Wars, and 
claimed to be Charles VI. of Spain in the 
same way that his father, the original Don 
Carlos, claimed to be Charles V. Thesecond 
Don Carlos, who likewise bore the title of 
count de Montemolin, after contributing in 
no small measure to disturb thé Spanish 
peninsula by his numerous insurrectionary 
movements, died childless, bequeathing his 
pretensions to the throne of Spain te his 
younger brother, John, who is the father_of 
the present apd third Don Carlos, who bears 
the title of duke of Madrid and is sty led by 
his adherents King Charles VII. He him- 
self has but two heirs—namely: anonly son, 
Don Jaime, and his younger brother, Don 
Alfonso, president of the Internationa! Anti- 
Dueling league of Eurppe. 


There have. been no no Carlist civih wars in 
Spain during the last quarter of a century, 
although there have been plenty of small 
disturbances. But during the forty-five years 
that intervened between the death of King 
Ferdinand and the termination of the last 
Carlist war, after the accession of Don Al- 
fonso XII., Carlist risings and insurrections 
kept Spain in a constant turmoil of fratricidal 
strife, spreading havoe and devastation 
throughout the land, costing untold numbers 
of lives, and an incalculable amount of treas- 
ure, so that Carlism came to be regarded both 
at homme and abroadas theall blighting curse 
of Spain. The name of Carlos was€xecrated 
by all those who had the welfare of Spain 
and of the present dynasty at heart, and that 
is why no one ‘has ever thought of giving such 
a name to any member of the rom family 
at Madrid. 

The situation, however, hae chariked. Don 
Carlos absolutely refuses to unsheathe his 
sword againin behalf of his pretensions. His 
brother, as I have said above, is childless, and 
his only son, Don Jaime, with whom he is not 
on the best of terms, shows no indications of 
marrying. If Don Jamie dies without_male 
issue, then the legitimist line be¢omes ex- 
tinct and Carlism passes out of existence, 
since, according to even legitimist ideas, the 
present king, young Don Alfonso XII1.; i will 
be the lawful sovereign of Spain. ; 

It is perhaps to signalize this that the sec- 
ond child of the prince and’ princess of the 
Asturias has been given the name of Carlos. 
Indeed, it may be regarérd as an intimation 
to the people that Carlism is to all intents 
and purposes at an end and no longer” des- 
tined to be a factor in Spanish politics. 

Let me add that this new Don Carlos of 
Spain, now about 3 weeks old, was invested, 
even before he received his first baby clothes, 
with the dignity of a knight of the Golden 
Fleece, and of the order of Chark#III:, as 
well as receiving a patent creating hit an 
infant of Spain. His mother is the eldést 
sister of King Alfonso, », Gnd his next heir.. 


Although it is difficult for people to realize 
from the newspaper reports published in this 
country the important results of the Hum- 
bert swindle that is now being aired in the 
Parisian courts, quite a number of promi- 
nent men bearing names of internation&l re- 
nown have been entirely ruined thereby, at 
any rate so far as their future political pros- 
pects are concerned. Many of them are 
entirely innocent of*any complicity: in the 
frauds of the amazing Mme.

| MIDLENT OR MOTHERING SUNDAY. | 


“T’ll to thee a simnel bring, 
*Gainst thou go a-mothering; 
So that when she blesses thee, ' 
Half that blessing thou'lt give me.” 

So sings the poet Herrick, referring to @ 
rural custom in England of visiting one’s 
parents on the fourth Sunday in Lent. The 
young rustics, or maids, who had gone out 
to service or had married were accustomed 
to show their filial devotion and love on this 
day by returning to their old homes, bring- 
ing gifts and tokens with especial thought . 
, for the mother. The popular gift was the ~ 
‘simnel cate, accompanied by any little 
trinket that might excite surprise. 

Like the other fgstival days of the year 
Mothering Sunday had its appropriate cate 
dainty. In southern England this was 
frumety, or wheat grains. boiled in sweet 
milk, sugared and spiced. In northern Eng- 
land and Scotland the day was called Carling 
Sunday, because a pancake—a _  carling— 
made of steeped peas, fried in butter, with 
pepper and salt, was the particular viand 
of the day. 
in Lent were enumerated thus: 


“Tid, Mid, Misera, 


Carling, Palm, Pase—egg day.” 

The simnels used for the gifts were ric 
expensive cakes, made in England during 
Lent, and at Christmas time as well. In” 


form these cakes somewhat resembled an 


inverted ottoman, and the tesselated decora- 


] tions on top and stout scalloped edges added | 


to the furniturelike effect of the things. ‘The 
outside crust was made of fine flour and 
water, colored a deep yellow with saffron. 
The interior was lixe a rich plum cake, con- 
taining all sorts of candied fruits. It was 
made stiff, boiled for several hours, then 
brushed over with an egg and baked. These 
were sold by the bakers, and often given as. 
gifts, although the recipients did not, in 
some cases, understand their’“exact use. A 
lady who had never seen nor heard of a 
simne!l took her gift for a footstool; a man 
similarly ignorant ordered his to be boiled 
to soften it. 

There are several stories in reference to 


‘the origin of these cakes. The name is found 
in old English, old French, and medieval ¥ 


Latin, and probably was derived from the 
Latin simila, fine flour. It has received due 
and more or less exhaustive consideration 
from the ‘‘ Dry as Dusts."’ In early times 
the religious signification of the cakes was 


indicated by the figure of Christ or of the — 


Virgin Mary drawn upon their tops. The 
simnel probably was at first one of those 
consecrated cakes which the Teutonic racesy 
were in the habit of eating on festival days, 
the German Christmas cakes being one of 
the lonely survivals of the custom. 
that the hot cross buns are the cakes which _ 
the pagan Saxons ate in honor of their god- 
dess Eastre, and persisted in eating even 
after being converted to Christianity, so that * 
the clergy sought to expel the paganism in} 
them by marking them with a cross. 

There are one or two popular explanations 
of the origin of simnels which owe nothing 
to antiquarians and philologists. One of 
these is quite picturesque. 
a domestic broil between one good mag 
Simon and his wife Nell.

We are told that 
real beauty is so abgplute that discussion and dis- 
agreement are out of the question, and this divine 
gift is as indisputable as the brilliancy of the sun 
or the tender light of the ,moon, and the tradi- 
tions and -faith of our early teaching linger lo 
and dje hard. Our phases of belief and our sthnde 
ard of beauty vary, however, as life goes on. The 
beauty which we admired and remembered as chil- 
dren horrifies us as we look back on it from the 
experience of a maturer age; for that idea§ was 
entirely subordinated to our affections and seen 
only through their eyes. The old nurse, a fat, 
chubby, red cheeked nursery maid, generally represented the object of a 
boy's adoration, and though there might be greater reserve on the subject 
among girls, the representation of their idea of beauty was not of a much 
higher class.

Let 
the ten commandments be incorporated in the regular school curriculum, 
They carry with them a subtle feeling of awe—“ God spake these words” 
—and the fear that the Great King will hold us responsible for breaking 
them is a continual incentive to our careful keeping of them.

' Invitations from royalty have, of course, the force of commands, and 
can only be unfulfilled in case of illness. Invitations to meet royalty at a 
third person’s house are equally imperative. One natural phenomenon 
which is strictly tabu in the royal presence is sneezing. At all costs cour- 
tiers must not sneeze. In his autobiography, Sir F. Hastings Doyle re- 
lates how Lord Halifax was walking with Lord Dundas, when the latter

I perhaps ought to say one word on the subject of a danger which I 
suppose I must call a corner in wheat or in foodstuffs. I do not know pre- 
cisely what the magnitude of that danger is, but evidently it is a danger to 
which we are exposed in time of peace just as much as in time of war—or 
nearly so. The danger belongs to the category of danger which is great 
but temporary.

It is not, however, till the days of Reynolds and Gainsborough and 
Romney that we are compelled to admit that there may be some truth in 
the opinion of many that there was more real beauty in England in those 
times than there is today. There are no women more beautiful and 
comely, none better endowed with the ease, grace, and simplicity which 
great beauty gives, than the women of their day, whose pictures adorn 
our homes, and whose beauty challenges the whole world with absolute 
assurance. They may be typical only of a class, but it was a class which 
dominated the art of its day and held it captive. They found two of the 
greatest painters that the world has known to immortalize them, and it is 
fortunate for English women that the women whom Reynolds and Gains- 
borough painted are regarded as the representatives of typical English 
beauty. The duchess of Devonshire, Lady Spencer, Lady Tavistock, Mrs. 
Abington, Mrs. Linley, the grandmother of the three beautiful Sheridans, 
Kitty Fisher, Mrs. Siddons, Mrs. Grabam, and the duchess of Cumberland 
are women whom any painter must have exulted in painting, for they pos- 
sessed a beauty of feature and coloring which no criticism can gainsay. 

But, thereafter, with the exception of a few dignified pictures by 
Lawrence, the beauty, or the power of reproducing it, seems to have 
disappeared. We hear of the beauties of the beginning of the last century 
and of the early Victorian era, but they fail to impress us with any sense 
of the dignity and .beauty of their predecessors. There is a mawkish- 
ness, a sentimentality, a bread-and-butter atmosphere pervading all the 


pictures that are in existence, and one emerges with a sigh of relief into 


the renaissance of today, where, if the beauty of women falls short, there 
is certainly a return to the picturesqueness and dignity of the past. A

-Imerease Since 1870 Has Been 400 Per. 
Cent—United States Has the Largest 


Average Accounts Compared with 
Other Countries — New York Bank 
Statement Shows Increase in Sur- 
_ Plus Reserve—Market Eases Off on 
Profit Taking. 


Since 1870 the savings bi the banks 
of the United States have increased 400 per 
cent, and reached the etformous total of 
$2,750,177,200. In 1870 the total was $49,- 
§74,258. This represents the growth of the 
saving habit in this country. Along with 
the increase in deposits has grown the aver- 
age amount of each account, though this per- 
centage of gain is not so great, being 22 per 
ecnt. 

B, M. Chattell, cashier of the IJNnois Trust 
and Savings bank, has compiled from various 
sources the figures pertaining to savings de- 
posits in this country, and has addé«d inter- 
esting statistics of other countries. A sum- 
mary of his figures for the United States 
De made as follows:

Another Decrease in Deposits. 

At the expen@e of a loss of $15,479,600 in 

deposits, the New York bank statement yes- 


terday showed an increase of $2,156,400 in . 


the surplus reserve. There was an actual 
decrease in cash of $1,713,500. But with the 
decrease in the amount of reserve required 
the surplus showed thegain mentioned. 

Omitting the bookkeeping factor of an in- 
crease in the reserve, the statement was a 
poor one. The good feature wasa decrease 
in loans. This amount was nearly $15,- 
000 ,00U. 

The banks now have $73,000,000 less in de- 
posits than in the corresponding week last 
year, and $1,500,000 less in loan But so long 
as the excess reserve incre s the stock 
market seems disposed to construe the fig- 
ures favorably.  * 

But undoubtedly the feeling that money 
will be easier within two weeks is helping 
the street to overlook the large loss in de- 
posits. The market sold off at the close on 
profit taking.

“T am personally acquainted with several 
talented young Boston musicians who cannot 
hear the Symphony concerts, since they are 
not able to pay the premium necessary to 
own a seat and have neither the time nor 
the strength to obtain a ‘rush’ seat or 
standing room. These conditions ought not 
to exist in connection with such a power for 
good as the Symphony orchestra, and espe- 
cially in a country where large sums are con- 
tinually being given to further the prin-

ODAY ushers ina week that will be 
not only the busiest but in certain 
respects the most important the 
season has brought to the local

Carter is ‘that of a milliner girl of lowly 
parentage; Jeannette Vauberniere, who, 
historians aver, was a young woman of un- 
deniable beauty and fascination, who at- 
tracted the attention of Louis XV.

The 
action of the play picks up Jeannette at the 
milliner shop in the Rue St. Honoré, where 
her love fdr a young soldier, Cosse Brissac,a 
member of the king’s guard, is introduced as 
the one redeeming trait of the girl’s char- 
acter. Jeannette is conducted to a fashion- 
able Parisian gambling establishment, where 
King Louis, incognito, meets her. He is fas- 
cinated with her refreshing ingemuousness 
and declates, “ You are delightful; I love 
you.”’ Copse Brissac enter, quite unfortu-

has been summoned to appear before the 
tribunal. The second scene pictures her in 
prison just after her trial and condemnation, 
and the last scene—described as one of the 
most wonderful ever displayed on a native 
stage—represents a street in Paris with sev- 
eral hundred revolutionists surrounding the 
death cart in which is Du Barry on her way 
to the guillotine. | 


FTER an absence of nearly ten 
years the Car!

There was an abundance of 
timber on the river, and there the firm cut 
umber and timbers for the first railroad 
t in the state. 


When Track Wandered.. 

“They were old timers,’ said Mr. Low. 
“The track material was of black wainut, 
such as would be almost priceless today. We 
cut one size of timber, 6x8 inches, designed to 
be get in.the ground. On top of these up- 
rights were placed walnut stringers 6x6 
inches. Along this was an oak ‘ribbon’ 
form trackage, and on this an. iron strap for 
thé “wheels of locomotive and. 

This first. Tallroad was the old “ Tilinois 
River road,” from Pekin to Jacksonville, 
and of this road Mr. Low was first a director, 
then treasurer, and finally president. In 
running trains in those days Mr. Low recalls 
that one of the unpleasant and unexpected 
features of travel.was that a “strap” rail 
oceasionally became loose at one end, curled 
up under pressure of the wheel, and poked 
itself up through the floor of the car. ™

On the steps 
of the statehouse in Springfield he heard 
that famous speech of “‘ the house divided 
againet itself ’’; at Decatur, when the nom-

sembling in Chicago, he heard Lincoln’s epi- 
grammatic answer to the question as to 
whether Lincoln meanttogotoChicago: “I 
scarcely know; I am not enough interested: 
to go and too much interested to stay away.”’ 

Mr. Low is an excellent type of the optim- 
ist. He is active, clear headed, and jude- 
matical, and his age sits Hghtly upon him. 
He is a wide traveler, and has covered almost 
every portion of every state and territory in 
the United States. He has been an enthusias- 
tic mountain climber and devoted to life out 
of doors.

effect, eight months ago, the average being 
fifty a month.

And those who are not already lin- 
guists are striving as hard as they can 
to become so. Never before has there been 
such an impetus to the study of languages. It 
is not owing to Lent, for all winter society 
girls and matrons have been studying like 
mad, mastering not one language but sev- 
eral. It used to be that to speak French 
Was all that was considered mecessary as an 
accomplishment; but now up to date women 
Strive to speak at least~two or three lan- 
Suages besides their own, and to speak them 
all well. French, Italian, and German are 
the three pursued with the greatest vigor, 
but some are gaining a smattering of more 
dificult languages, incited thereto by visits 
£0 oriental countries. 

Those who ask who is the finest. linguist 
&Mong the society women of Chicago gen- 
erally are answered with the name of Mrs. 

Ndo Jones. Although Mrs. Potter 
Palmer is. said to speak French more fault- 
lessly than any one else here, Mrs. Jones, 
Owing to her fifteen years’ residence abroad, 
in France, Italy, and Germany, speaks all 
these languages. She is an enthusiast on the 
Subject, also. and preaches language study 
&talitimes. She practices what she preaches, 

im the education of her young grand- 


daughter, Miss Leslie Grant, has always 
maintained that other things should be sub- 
ordinated to the study of languages, so the 
young woman bids fair to be as gifted a lin- 


' guist as her accomplished grandmother. 


A year ago 4 distinguished French visitor 
to the city, addressing the Twentieth Cen- 
tury club, said: ‘I am surprised to find so 
many people in Chicago who speak French— 
especially your women.”’ Then in the discus- 
sion which followed the address Mr. Frank- 
}in Head, Mr. Charles Henrotin, and two or 
three other gentlemen present, as if to vin- 
dicate the men, were surprisingly adept in 
speechmaking in French, although Mrs. 
Henrotin spoke better. 

‘Most society women speak French well, 
many of them through frequent residence 
in Paris. Mrs. Cyrus H. McCormick is ac- 
complished in French and she is also a mem- 
ber of the Causeries de Samedi, a little cote- 
rie of north side society women who have 
banded together for the study of their favor- 
ite language. It is not a club, the member- 
ship being only a dozen or more, and there 
are no officers, the meetings being held, at 
each other’s houses on Saturday mornings 
fortnightly during the winter. Each of the 
women has a command of the language, and 
their study is advanced along the lines of lit- 
erature and art.

LUXURIOUS LIFE 


IN A HOSPITAL. 


‘One Patient Who Has Paid $45 a 
(Week Board for Over Two 
Years. 


LIFE of luxury in a Chicago hospital 

is 4 suggestion which to the lay mind 

thay necessitate explanation. But the 

statement that in one north side hos- 

. pital one patient has lived there for 

two years and a half, paying $45 a week for 

little more than his room and board, will go 

a long way toward attesting the possibilities 
of luxuries in a hospital. 

This man, however, has not approached the 
maximum of luxury in the up to date hospi- 
tal in’ Chicago. There are rooms en suite, 
with bath, for which, with board, the pa- 


tient pays $50 a week, and $25 a week 


more for the services of a trained nurse. 
His physician or surgeon is paid outside of 
these figures, and at the end of a month or 
six months in such surroundings the drain 
on a check book means several figures. 

Notwithstanding all this, Miss M. C. Stew- 
art, superintendent of the Marion Sims hos- 
pital, is of the opinion in general that Chi- 
cago is not yet educated up to the luxuries of 
the modern hospital. She makes the point 
that men will leave the best hotels and the 
best homes in Chicago for treatment in the 
best hospitals in the city, but once in the hos- 
pital they show a disposition to regard more 
than $25 a week as beyond the limit of ex- 
pectation. 

Object to Big Prices, 

““ The hospital situation is misunderstood,” 
gaid Miss Stewurt. ‘‘ There are few busi- 
ness ventures harder to put on a paying 
basis than is a private hospital of the first 
class. The building may be put up and 
equipped and furnished without noticeable 
outlay above a hotel building or home of the 
same general style. But when it comes to 
building up a patronage, with advertising 
of the place more or less‘ under’ ban, the 
hospital field does not call for investment 


- money to any great extent. 


“ Patients are inclined to regard a stay in 
a hospital as akin to an infliction. They 
forget that in the service of meals and in the 
care of rooms in general, the first class hotel 
cannot compete with the first class hospital. 
Those who leave first class hotels for treat- 
ment in the hospital may recognize that in 
the hospital they get something the hotel 
cannot give, but often they do not understand 
why the hospital charge is as great as the 
hotel rate.’’ 

Looking through the rooms of one of the 
hospitals of the first class in Chicago, the 
chance visitor accustomed to the luxurious 
hangings of some of the best rooms in a 
hotel may find disappointment on the face 
of things. The hospital furnishings de- 
signedly are wholly unlike the other. Rugs 
in the hospital are reduced to the minimum 
area: the floor is hardwood finish; the bed

of leather; the draperies at the most are

But looking upon one of these rooms in the 


light of its design, the visitor sees at once 


where the cost of its furnishings are; he 
sees the necessities for a cleanliness that the 
upholstery, soft rug, drooping portiéres, and 
laces of the hotel room may defy indefinitely; 
he sees arrangements for light and air from 
the butside such as the architect for the hotel 
may have not felt. In fact, he may realize 
that it costs something to furnish a room in 
all simplicity so that it may give pleas 

to the eye and to the senses. ; | 


Conducted on the Home Idea. 

In general the Chicago hospital of the first 
class is conducted as nearly as possible upon 
the “home’’ idea. Anything that conduces 
to that feeling of home comfort is regarded 
as worth striving for in the conduct of the 

hospital. The man who its sick instinctively 
turng‘to thoughts of home. If he be a mar- 
ried man who has had to leave home he re- 
turns to it in thought; if he be a man of the 
world. without another place to go, his 
thoughts are of the home of his childhood. 

To-the average: man who has been sick at 
home there is a keen appreciation of the 
daifty breakfasts that have come up to him 
while he has lain in bed in most receptive 
mood. China that he may have seen every 
day takes on a new air and atmosphere 
when it has been spread upon the whitest of 
linen, on the most convenient of trays, and 
comes up to him steaming and odorous of the 
things that skill and sympathy have com- 
bined to tempt his appetite. It is with a 
sense of luxury that he re¢eives such a mea 

Here, above all other of the weaknesses of 
men, the well conducted hospital may reach 
the patient. The best investment in the 
equipment of a hospital is in the delicacy and 
taste of the china and silver of the table 
service. Meals universally are served in the 
patient's room, and one of the chief attain- 
ments of the successful nurse is the ability 
to put the food of her charge before him in 
dainty and appetizing form. To beable todo 
this there must be a chef in the kitchen; 
there must be sources of food supply other 
than the catch as catch can market; eggs, 
milk, butter, meats, and the dozens of other 
foodstuffs in which quality is so essential to 
the best hospitais must be bought from 
sources where a guarantee of this quality is 
certain. . 

Meals Served on the Minute. 

In the serving of the hospital meals, too, 
there is a reguiarity that one cannot make 
sure of anywhere else. With a special nurse 
always at his side the patient may have his 
mneals on the minute. Breakfast from 7:30 
to 8:30 o’clock, luncheon from 12:30 to 1 
o'clock, and dinner from 5:30 to 6:30 o'clock 
are the mea! hours for thejaverage hospital, 
and these meals are served without the varia- 
tion of.a minute, according to the needs or 

wishes of the patient. : 

These are sOme of the economies of the 
modern hospital in Chicago. Every day

The 
idea of suites of rooms in the modern hospital 
has come of the wishes of so many patients 
to have with them some relation or friend 


i who will live with them in the close touch 


‘that an adjoining room makes possible. As 
a proposition to be put before the hospital! 
superintendent, it is not especially attractive. 
In a hospital, more than anywhere else, a 
man frequently needs to be delivered from 
his fool friends. One friend in an adjoining 
room who may wish to gratify some of the 
cravings of a sick man’s palate may make 
-@ coroner's case with a celerity and dispatch 
egual to a rifie bullet. 
Visiting Relatives and Friends. 

A patient determined to have the company 
of that friend or relative may have it, how- 
ever, provided the relative does not assume 
to dictate or prescribe or assist in dieting. 
He must pay the same rate as does the pa- 
tient for his room, but most frequently he 
takes his meals outside. There is no charge 
for a nurse, however. 

For $15 a week a person may have a neat, 
comfortable room in a modern hospital and 
the services of a nurse, who may have five 
or six or more other cases to look after at the 
game time. For $15 a week he may have 
the attentions of a special nurse who has 
mot passed on to the knowledge of the post- 
graduate nurse in all classes of cases. For 
the best nurse he must pay $25 a week 
wbether he employ her in the hospital or at

We have 
our joys and sorrows, our loves and hates, 
our triumphs and defeats, and our hearts 
are disturbed by the same emotions that 
stir the whole human race. Mutes have 
their disagreements, but it is all done with 
signs. All our woes are voiceless, and I 
often think what a quiet plare this world 
would be if the whole human family were 
deaf and dumb!”’ 

The Ladies’ Aid Society of the Chicago 
Mission for the Deaf was organized in 
February, 1895, and meets at 2 o’clock in 
the chapel of the First Methodist church on 
the first Wednesday of the month. The 
meetings are opened with prayer and a 
hymn, after which there is a paper on some 
question of vital importance to women, A 
few of the number read their papers, others 
are confined to notes, but the majority com- 
mit them to memory. The remainder of the 
session is devoted to reports from commit- 
tees, planning the work for the coming 
month, after which is the social! hour. 


Makes Loans to Members. 


The object of the organization is mutual 
improvement, social enjoyment, and aiding 
the poor mutes of Chicago. The sewing de- 
partment meets at the members’ homes 
whenever there is a call from a needy family. 
There are no dues, the necessary funds for 
carrying on the social life and charitable 
work being raised by ‘lectures, excursions, 
picnics, and other entertainments, which an- 
nually net a goodly’sum, as they have two 
bank accounts. One is a loan account, and 
members who are too proud to accept a gift 
can borrow at interest and return at their 
convenience. 

The Ladies’ Aid society is composed of edu- 
cated, accomplished women. Mutes are not 
distracted by a thousand interests that dis- 
sipate the minds of hearing and speaking 
people, so there is nothing superficial about 
their education, and their marvelous memo- 
ries retain all they have known. Mrs. 
Dougherty lost her hearing when an infant 
but has the power of speech, though her pro- 
nunciation is hesitating and precise as a 
foreigner who has only acquired the gram- 
mar of a language. But her voice has a 
haunting sweetness, and her culture and 
charming manners have made her one of the 
most conspicuous leaders, as all her affilia- 
tions are with the mutes. Mrs. Hasenstab, 
wife of the pastor, is a scholarly woman and 
is honored by the members of her husband’s 


O the members of the Ladies’ Aid

congregation. Another well known member 
is Mrs. E. N. Brews, who, with Mrs. Dough- 
erty and Mrs. Hasenstab, form a trinity of 
able women lecturers at all the deaf mute 
associations. The chief accomplishment of 
deaf mutes is good housekeeping. A few can 
paint, but fine fancy work and embroidery is 
their principal recreation. But, as a class, 


they are good thinkers, and there are many 


forceful writers. | 

The society, which enrolls eighty-one 
active members, gives an entertainment 
every month, and the state and national con- 
ventions are epochs in the lives of the deaf 
mutes, an epidemic of marriages always fol- 
lowing these occasions. Mrs. Dougherty be- 
lieves in the union of mutes and semi-mutes, 
for if either parent can speak their off- 
spring are generally endowed with all their 
faculties. 

Noiseless Gay Times. 


The Pas-a-Pas club (step by step) is the 
men’s organization, and was founded twen- 
ty-one years ago, but was reorganized in 
1889. The business meetings are held in 
their well appointed clubroom, 40 Dear- 
born street, on the first Saturday of each 
month. The remaining Saturday evenings 
of the year are under the direction of the 
literary circle, which is a suborganization 
composed of members and their ladies, who 
give lectures and hold debates. The enter- 
tainment committee arranges socials, dan- 
cing parties, and other amusements, so, in 
a noiseless way, the deaf mutes have a gay 
time. 

The religious life of Chicago’s deaf mutes 
is as active as their social. The Methodist 
mission was started in May, 1889, by Philip 
G. Gillett, who, until his death; was superin- 
tendent of the INinois School for the Deaf. 
He began holding monthly meetings, then 
weekly services, and on Oct. 4, 1893, the 
society made the work a regular mission, 
with the Rev. Philip J. Hasenstab as pastor. 
It is under the direction of the Chicago Home 


‘Mission and Church Extension society of 


the Methodist Episcopal church, and is sup- 
ported by contributions from the members 
and appropriations from the Methodist mis- 
sionary conference and the City Missionary 
society. The First Methodist Episcopal 
church gives them the free use of the chapel 
for Sunday services. There are forty-one 
members in Chicago, and forty out of town 
members. Mr. Hasenstab has nineteen 
charges that he visits monthly and four 
quarterly all widely scattered. 

The Episcopal church has a traveling mis- 
sionary, A. W. Mann, who comes to Chi 
every six weeks, their services being held in 
Trinity Episcopal church. The Rev. M. 
Reinke preaches to .the Lutherans and a 
Catholic priest holds regular services on the 
west side.

HE whole subject of food has been 
made the theme of his life study by 
George H. Eliwanger, an Englishman, 
whd has embodied the most interesting 
factsin a book entitled “* The Pleasures 

yor the Table.” 

Of early natural foods, eggs, milk, rice, and 

honey, onions, succory, leeks, and garlic, the 

heaves of the vine, radishes, and carrots, 

‘were prominent. Coffee, of remote use in 

Abyssinia, was unknown to the early Greeks 
and Romans. They were, however, familiar 

- with the cucumber, cultivated in India for 

at least 3,000 years. This fruit was also 
known to Moses and the Israelites, fish, cu- 
cumbers, leeks, and melons being among the 
foods referred to by the great lawmaker as 
being among the delicacies freely eaten in 
Egypt. Oven baking is of great antiquity, 
but among races where civilization made 
small encroachments, laying the meat on hot 
stones, and covering it with ashes or hanging 
it upon a tripod of sticks over the flames 

Was the mode of roasting and broiling. 

The. Persians were first to set an example 
of luxurious cookery, at least as it was un- 
derstood in ancient times—the favorable 
Climate and fertility of their products, as 

well as their natural inclination to ease, all 

tending to foster a love for the pleasures of 
the table. The oldest books of which we 
have any knowledge refer to their pomp in 
banqueting, and portray the brilliant revels 

‘ef the oriental kings. Thousands of years 
Before Henrion de Pensey pronounced his 
famous aphorism, a novel culinary prepara- 
tion was regarded as of vaster importance 
than a new celestial visitant. Thesaturnalia 
of Darius and Xerxes, the powerful Persiap 


despots, are notorious in history, as are also — 


the feasts of Nebuchadnezzar, king of Chal- 
dea, and those of Belshazzar, the final ruler 
of corrupt Babylon, who féted and feasted 
a thousand of his lords, his wives, and his 
concubines. Anticipating the magnificence 
.of the Roman emperors, Sardanapalus, last 
of the Assyrian kings, offered a guerdon of 
-.@ thousand pieces of-gold to him who would 
produceanewdish. “ Eat, drink, amuse thy- 
self; all else is vanity,”’ was his maxim, and 
~the precept he desired to have engraven on 
his tomb. 
It was toward the decline of therepublic, 
« @uring the period of Pompey the Great, 
. Ceesar, and Lucullus, that the Roman cuisine 
attained its greatest celebrity. 

For it was at this period that the great 

* yavagers of the world, who were tocarry the 
name and arms of Rome into distant lands, 
brought their cooks with them, who vied with 
oneanother in contributing the most appetiz- 
ing dishes of various countries. It was then 
thaf Antony, intoxicated with the spoils of 
conquest and more than usually pleased with 

the artist of his kitchen, sent for him at the 
dessert and presented him. with a city of 
35,000 inhabitants—an example followed in 
a minor way by Henry VIII. of England, who 
rewarded his cook for having composed a 
pudding of especial merit by the gift of a 
manor,. It was.then that the Sybarites be- 
stowed public recompense and marks of dis- 
tinction ' upon those who gave the most mag- 
nificent banquets,* and especially upon those 
who invented new dishes. 

Mr: Eliwanger has an interesting disquisi- 
tion on “* Oid English Dishes,’’ and says that 
4060..6r 600. years ago they had four meals 
daily—breakfast at 7, dinner at 10, supper at 
4, and livery at 8. 

.Since then, from an early hour in the 
morning, .the principal daily meal has ad- 
Vanced equally in France and England 
through every hour from 10in the morning to 
10 at night. In France in the thirteenth cen- 
tury 9 in the morning was the dinner hour. 
Henry VII. dinedat il. In Cromwell's time 
1. o'clock come to be the fashionable hour, 

’ and in Ad@dison’s day 2 o’clock, which gradu- 
‘aliy became adjourned until 4. Pope found 
fault with y Suffolk for dining so late as 
4, saying young people might become inured 
‘tor such things, but as for himself, if she 
would adopt such unreasonable practices he 


must absent himself from Marble Hill. Four . 


and 5 continued to be the popular dining 


hour among the better classes until the sec- 


“ond decade of the century, when dinner was 


further postponed, from which period it has 
steadily continued to encroach upon the 
evening. 

In a chapter, “ From Caréme to Dumas,” 
the author quotes an anecdote of the gas- 
tronomic prowess of a Swiss guard in the em- 
ployment of the maréchal de Villars: 

“One day the guard was sent for by the 
maréchal, who had heard of bis enormous 


appetite. ‘How many sirloing of beef can - 


you eat?’ he tentatively asked. ‘Ah, mon- 
seigneur, for me I don’ t require many, five 
or six at the most.’ ‘ And how many legs of 
mutton? ‘Legs of mutton?—not many— 
seven to eight.’ ‘ And of fat pullets?" ‘O,as 
to pullets, only a few-—a dozen.’ ‘ And of 
pigeons?’ ‘ As to pigeons. monseigneur, not 
many—forty, perhaps fifty.” ‘And larks?’ 
Larks, monseigneur?—always.’ ”’ 

Another example of marvelous capacity is 


furnished by the French army, a captain . 


wagering one day that a drummer of his 
company coyld eat a whole calf. The drum- 
mer, proud of his distinction, promised to do 
honor to the captain’s compliment. Accord- 
ingly a calf was prepared in various appetiz- 
ing ways, and was being promptly disposed 
of by the drummer. When he had finally 
consumed about three-quarters of the repast 
he paused for another draft of wine, and, 
placing his knife and fork on his plate, said 
to his superior officers: ‘*‘ You had better 
have the calf brought on, had you not, for all 
these little kickshaws will end in taking up 
room.’ 

The introduction of soup,, which is men- 
tioned for the first time in history at the be- 
ginning of the fifteenth century, Is closely 
connected with the clergy. Then it was 
that, during the fétes attendant on the mar- 
riage of Catherine de Valois to Henry V. 
of England, the archbishop of Sens, at the 
head of a procession of his priests, bore the 
soup and the wine to the royal chamber, ac- 
companied by the blessing of the papal see. 
Around the art of larding is likewise shed the 
halo of sanctity, its discovery having oc- 
curred during the council? of Bale, in 1440, 
when Amadeus of Savoy, elected pope under 
the name of FéKx V., was tendered a larded 
ecapon by his cook. Julienne, or .a soup 
similar, it is more than probable. is an old 
monastic dish having special reference to 
days when meat was proscribed, the same 
observation applying to numerous fish and 


vegetable soups and ragofiits.

if it be necessary—of the high prices charged 
at that establishment:

ceiving melons on the card, ordered one.

More than Doubled in a 


‘Decade—Each Person Uses 
14 1-2 Pounds. 


OFFEE is now consumed by the peo- 

p:e of the United States to che amount 

of one billion pounds annually. 

1804 the imports have more than dou- 

bled, within the same period the 

per capita consumption has increased four 

pounds, the gain being greater than that 

made by any article used as a beverage. A 

division of this 1,000,000,000 pounds among 

the inhabitants of the country gives to each 
man, woman, and child about 14% pounds. 

For a family of five persons this would 


mean one pound each five days, or seventy- 


three pounds a year. A fair average price 
for coffee of good grade, at retail, is 20 cénts 


per pound, involving an annual expenditure - 


for this bean Which delights the palate, aids 
digestion, and makes the user thankful for 
the pleasures of the table, to the amount of 
$14.60. This would make the annual expen- 
diture of the pecple of the United States for 
‘ coffee alone exceed $200,000,000. 

Imports for 1901 reached the grand total 
Tn 1902 there was a 
slight decrease, the amount being 955,283,919 
pounds, making the annual average for the 
two years 1,013,646,550 pounds. The source 
of this supply, together with the percentage 
of the total import contributed by each coun- 
try, is shown in the following table. The 
figures are official and were compiled from

Java Coffee a Rarity. 

‘It will be observed that from the western 
continent alone came almost 9 per cent of 
the entire imports. Brazil furnished over 80 
per cent of the amount, while other South 
American countries, Central America, and 
Mexico sent us about 15 per cent. Of the 5 
per cent coming from coffee producing coun- 
tries other than those located in the western 
hemsiphere, the entire East Indies sent to 
_us but 2.2 per cent. The product of the island 
of Jaya, which is but a fraction of this 2.2 
per cent, is considered the best of all coffees, 
and notwithstanding the smal! amount reach- 
ing us it can, thanks to the enterprise of 
the American grocer, be obtained at any and 
ali stores selling coffee. 

Coffee sells at wholesale at from 8% cents 
to 33 cents per pound for the green or un- 
roasted article, the former being “the lowest 
grade of Rio and the latter the best Java. 
A fair average price is around 15 to 18 cents 
a pound. The range of prices on the roasted 
afticle is about the same as on the green 
and the average near the same figure, perhaps 
2 cents to 3 cents higher. In roasting there 
s a shrinkage of about 15 per cent, ang for 

oasting a charge of about 50 cents per bag 
of 180 pounds. The article is aisosold ground 


or pulverized, and in broken grains, siftings, 


or crushed. In whatever form desired it is 
packed in bulk, cans, or packages to suit the 
wishes of the retailer, who finds it among 
the most profitable articles of merchandise. 
The profit varies from 25 per cent to 40-per 
cent, and, like sugar, it is a-staple with a 
reguldr and steady sale which yields a hand- 
some return. 
Use of Chicory Increasing. 

As a substitute for and aduiterant of coffee 
chicory easily leads the list. It is largely 
grown in European countries and in some 
localities takes the place of dhe coffee bean 
entirely... In other lands it is used in connec- 
tion With coffee for the preparation of the 
.deecoction which so universally pleases man- 
kind. This latter is its almost universal use 
in the United States, and epicures claim 
that it imparts an agreeable flavor to the 
Grink unattainable without its. presence. 
Chicory is known to be entircly harmless, 
whether used as an entire substitute for 
coffee or fn connection with it. Until within 
comparatively few years ail chicory con- 
sumed in the United States was imported, 
the main supplies coming from Germany. 
It now is grown in large quantities in several 
of the western states, Nebraska being the 
principal producer, where its culture and 
preparation for market occupies the time of 
several thousand persons. 


A chemical fact in connection with coffee 


should ever be remembered by the house- 
wife. Green (unroasted) coffee improves 
with age up to about four years, from which 
time it rapidly deteriorates in quality. 
Roasted coffee, on the other hand, quickly 
loses strength and flavor after leaving the 
ovens, and even when rigidly excluded from 
the air is not nearly as good as when fresh 
roasted. Coffee should never be ground or 
pulverized until the hour of its need if one is 
anxious to preserve the delightful aroma in- 
dicative of a really good cup of this popular 
beverage, nor should it ever be boiled from 
the same reason. The French, or drip 
process, is considered by epicures the best 
method of preparing, which makes an in- 


fusion instead of.a-decoction. 


Cheap Prices Seem Assured. -' 


Should no great disaster strike the coffee 
industry prices are almost certain to re- 
main cheap for years to come. Brazil has 
more than quadrupled its production since 
1880, and despite the fact that the grower 
réalizes quite low prices plantations are 
being extended in all of the most available 
sections of the country. Mexico is making 
rapid strides as a coffee producing nation. 
the bean there grown being of fine flavor and 
by some considered the peer of any raised. 
The German emperor, a hearty coffee drinker 
and especially fond of the Mexican product. 
annually purchases large amounts of a cer- 
tain grade that meets his critical tastes ex- 
actly. This fact has caused large imports | 
to be made from our sister republic by Ger- 
man houses, and the annual sale is rapidly 
increasing. 

Cocoa also is largely consumed by the 
American people, imports of the unprepared 
article for 1902 passing all records and reach- 
ing a total of 56,744,545 pounds. This was ai 
Inerease of more than 6,000,000 pounds over 
1901. In addition prepared cocoa to the 
amount of $1,045,403 came-in. The high 
nutritive value of cocoa is being appreciated 
more and more as it becomes known, and at 
the present rate of increased consumption 
the United States will in all probability 
double its imports within the next five or six 
years. The large increase in the unprepared 
cocoa is a plain demonstration of the benefit 
to American industry of free faw material 
and a high tarfff on the manufactured article.

= Many Ways to Drape Neck. 


And, with the abundance of resourees at her command, 
there is mo reason why any woman should do so. She can 
drape her neck with chiffon; she can cover uneven shoulders 
with picturesque shoulder puffs; she can hang a curl or two 
overta hollow in the back; and she can band her arfis and her 
throat with becoming strings of beads and with the most 
elaborate necklaces. 

But how to do this in the right way is a question for all 
And few can anewer it readily. ' 

There are few women who do not wear the décolleté gown 
at one time or another, and the importance of areining the 
neck as it should be dressed is apparent. ’ 

In dressing a low neck it is not.so much the throat that 
must receive attention as the back or nape of the neck. 
Here is the trying piace, the spot which brings the greatest 
strain upon a woman’s looks, and her efforts should be upon 
dressing the back so that it will look just as it should look, 
which is the best that nature*will allow. 

Primal in importance comes the need for treating the skin, 
for no neck eyer looks nice that is creased or yellowed, If 
there are lines that go around the throat, looking ifke the 
prints of tiny fingers,-if there are spots on the back of the 
heck that look like rain drops, if the chest has @ mole or two, 
or, worse still, a quorum of pimples, how cam beauty prevail? 
_ (fhe skin should be smooth and fair, and of about the 
same hue as the face. Where the neck is yellow and the com- 


plexion a cream, it shows that there is something wrong with 


the [beauty preparations whtch the woman is using. 


' Quick Demand for Nice Neck. 

Where there is a quick demand for a nice neck, and where 
a woman who has worn high necked gowns and tight stocks 
for @ yéar is suddenly called upon to don a low norned gown, 


the condition is a pitiful one. 
The lights of evening beam down pitilessly ‘ini the 


throat ami chest, and the woman who would look well in 


a high throated gown looks eereseene grotesque in one that is 
cut low. 

For her there is but one watts remedy, and a superficial 
one it is, yet it is the best that can de done, and it does well. 

Let this women see that the skin is well cleared, and for 
this there is nothing that will take the place of soap and 
water, and let her use a camel's hair face scrubbing brush to 
be sure that the work is well done. 

Now, when the neck is well dried, there must be rubbed 
into the skin a pomade, which should consist of the purest oil 
sweet almonds, spermaceti, and gtycerin, one-third of 
If glycerin cannot he borne by the skin, then let her 
substitute lanolin. 

Let the skin be so well rubbed with it ag to be saturated 
and /let it fairly stand out in oily drops. Now all the super- 
fluous grease must bé rubbed off with a bit of cotton and the 
neck left for a few minutes to dry out a little.

Preparing for Byeniag. 


Preparing the complexion for evening is no light task, and 
the famous beauties, the professional beauties as they are 


‘galled, take houre for it, beginning, eometimes, when dusk 


comes on and working steadily at it until a late dinner hour. 

‘But the domestic woman, who is merely going to put on a 
pretty décolleté gown for evening, will want to devote no 
swoh great time to her task, 90, by rubbing in the pomade, 
and rubbing it off, and letting the skin rest awhile, to absorb 
the grease, the -work is shortened. 

‘Now, over it all, there must be rubbed a good face 
powder. Let the layer be put on thickly and get an assistant 
to plaster it on the back of the neck’and down to the shoulder 
blades, wherever the eye can possibly penetrate. In putting 
on the powder it is well to work on the principle that, if a 
little is. good, a great deal enore will be a great deal better. 
And so let it be applied in such generous measure that it will 
feel as though enameled on. 

‘It agreeable, the face can be treated at the same time, 
and the same generous coating applied. The powder will be 
plainly visible, but no one is there to see, except the woman 
who is making up for the evening and her attendant.

In reading this beauty sermon there will be women who 
condemn this practice and who declare it is not good form 
to make up for evening at all, But, don’t you think that 
women with prejudices are becoming fewer and fewer?

The woman who wears a corset and hairpins, the woman 
who binds her throat tightly, who curls her hair, who puts 
something on her face to take the shine off, who endeavors 
to control the gray hairs in her head, is quite as guilty, is she 
not, of “making up” as her more frivolous sister who tries 
to éxterd the reform to complexion and throat? 

_ It is all point of view, is it not—all a way of looking at 
thitgs? English matrons arrived at that opinion several 
years ago, and Queen Alexandra is said to have had her face 
almost cased in enamel one season when an illness had yel- 
lo7 her complexion. 

t is no harm to read about it, anyway, and maybe some- 
thin ‘you will want to be as pretty as possible. And then 
you will know just haw it is done. 

The woman who is making her neck nice fer evening, and 
who has reached the stage where she is plastered with good 
complexion powder, must allow it to remain undisturbed upon 
her neck for fifteen minutes or more. By this time the skin 
will have absorbed all that it can of the powder. Now, with 
a dry powder ficff, the superfluous powder is taken off. Let 
it be done lightly, and remember that the skin will continue 
to #bsorb the powder and that a great deal of it will disap- 


| pear of its own accord. 


‘The skin will now be tolerably fair and clear for evening. 
But the process is not one by any means to be recommended. 
It is only to be used in case of emergency. The best way is to 
keep the neck always nice, so that a low necked gown or a 
low throated gown can be worn at any time without embar- 
rassment. 

To make the neck nice, and to keep it nice, requires a 
steady treatment, just as do the hands or face. Don’t think 
you can neglect the throat for a week and then make up for 
the neglect in a day. Your throat will show that it has not 
been treated well just as will your hands if you let them go 
for a week. 

‘The neck and shoulders shoula be as pretty as the face, 
and even prettier, for they are tifore protected and less ex- 
posed to the elements.

RIENTAL rugs to the value of $300,000 were 
imported into the United States in 1892. In the 
year 1902 these rugs to the value of $3,000,000 
were brought into the country, and only the 
othér day in New York a royal Persian rug only 
6x12 feet was sold for $38,000. In these ten years — 
under consideration the Chicago in ori- 
ental rugs has increased full tenfold and in 
Chicago dining rooms, drawing rooms, and parlors are rugs — 
ranging in value from $1,000 to $7,000 each. Rug experts are 
where in numbers and today Field's is designing in color plates 
the handiwork that in a twelvemonth will come back from 
oriental looms, executed to a thread. | ; 

In the time of the Rameses there were rugs in the orient. 
Egypt may have been the birthplace of the art. Certain it is 
that the orient is the home of the rug weaving of today and 
that in the secret color processes of the orientals the dyers of . 
the occident find despair. But even among:the dyers of the 
east the processes and effects of hundreds of years ago have 
deteriorated in a measure. In the rug recently sold in New 
York for such a fabulous sum the dyes that have made it 
famous are supposed to have been made in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, but after 500 years their brilliancy and harmony are 
such that not in Persia or Turkey or in all southern Asia could 
the dyers of the present duplicate the colors. 

Use Vegetable Dyes. 

Vegetable dyes are the basis of these creations. Masters 
of the colors lurking in the trees, shrubs, vines, leaves, and 
blossoms of the deserts, the dyers of the east today still hold 
pride in the evidences of their trade as they walk spotted, 
streaked, and smeared through village streets, unwilling to 
remove from their hands, face, and clothing these indicia of 
their occupation. The dyer has his place by heredity, the 
secret processes of the individual father being thanded down to 
the son. In Ouskak, the carpet Mecca of Asia Minor, there 
are probably 150 dyers, each individual or family representa- 
tive of its specialty in colors. One of these indiviiuals may be 
streaked with green, another with red, another with the purple 
of ‘is calling, and in the spirit of every man of them will be 
the Year and resentment of the possible discovery of his secret 
to a European. : 

The dyers ‘in black are the least regarded in the craft, just . 
as the black dye is the most corrosive of all dyes. Reds, are.

produce at a moment’s notice’ On the roofs of the dye hotises 
in ‘the sun the yarn is dried, the dyer sitting and watching it_ 
until just ‘the degree of exposure is reached for the dye’s per- 
fection; then with a spring he rises, seizes it, and runs away 
with it to cover.

It has recently been discovered that ugli- 
is not congeiiital, that all babies are 
born with some pretepsions to good looks, and

are the victims of a microbe or a set of mi- 
-crobes. Ugliness has been pronounced a dis- 
ease, the result of the baneful bite of the ba- 
cillus staphylococcus horridum.
